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REPORT 

OF THK 

THIRTY-SECOND ANNUAL MEETING 

OF THE 

Connecticut Pharmaceutical 
Association 

HELD AT THE 

HOTEL ELTON, WATERBURY, CONN. 

June 9 and 10, 1908 

President Hartigan: Gentlemen, the hour has arrived for 
the opening of the 32nd Annual Meeting of the Connecticut Phar- 
maceutical Association. Mr. Lake, who is president of the Wa- 
terbury Pharmaceutical Association, having recently had a death 
ia his family, has delegated Mr. Robert Walker to welcome this 
Association to Waterbury. I will introduce Mr. Walker, the 
First Vice-President of our Association. 

Mr. Wai^ker: Mr. Chairman and Members: In behalf of 
the Waterbury Pharmaceutical Association I extend to you the 
most hearty welcome here today. As the invitations sent out 
modestly state, we expect this to b^ the best meeting ever held. 
We have arranged for the entertainment of the ladies this after- 
noon, the matinee at Jacques' Theatre by Poli's Stock Company, 
tickets for which can be procured from the local Secretary. It 
is essential that all those having ladies with them, procure those 
tickets before one o'clock, as the rest of the tickets not used at 
that time will have to be returned. This evening we have ar- 
ranged for a banquet, and believe it will excel anything before 
given by the Connecticut Pharmaceutical Association; at least, 
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we have manager Judd's word for this, and as he has quite a 
reputation for giving excellent banquets there is no question but 
he will fulfil his promise. On Wednesday morning, we have a 
carrier pigeon contest, the birds to be liberated from the top of 
Apothecaries Hall building, and numbers will be given out tc? the 
ladies corresponding to each pigeon. The winners will receive 
handsome prizes, to be announced later. Following this will be 
an automobile ride to various points. To those who have never 
been over this territory I can assure them it is a most delightful 
trip and will be appreciated. Wednesday afternoon we propose 
to take the members of the C. P. A. and friends to enjoy a State 
League baseball game. Special cars will await the members at 
3 p. m. I want to call your attention to the fact that you should 
see Mr. Wilcox and Mr. Casey and procure your return railroad 
tickets. In order to get the concession we should use at least 
lOO tickets. If we do not use them this year the railroad people 
say it is the last time they will grant us the concession. The 
telephone company has granted free use of telephone to any mem- 
ber of the C. P. A. We will maintain a C. P. A. Bulletin in the 
lobby. All these events will be bulletined there, and if you wish 
to find out anything relating to these events consult it and it will 
give you all the information necessary. We are fortunate in 
having with us Mayor Thorns, who, although a young man; is 
a graduate of Yale, has built up a successful practice at law in 
this city, and is equally successful in his political career. It is 
with great satisfaction I now introduce Mayor Thoms to you, and 
I know what he has to say will interest you. 

Mayor Thoms : Mr. President and members of the Connecti- 
cut Pharmaceutical Association: I am not at all certain that 
what I shall have to say to you will be interesting, but one thing 
I can assure you, and that is, that it will be exceedingly brief. 
If I was a member of the Connecticut Pharmaceutical Association, 
and were about to hold a convention in a town like this in the 
middle of June, I should make my sessions short and my ad- 
journments pretty long. It is one of the pleasant duties that fall 
to the mayors of many of the cities of Connecticut to welcome 
these gatherings as they come to the city from time to time, and 
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I think I have had more than my share, since the opening of my 
term. We are very glad to welcome these gatherings here, be- 
cause we think we can give the people a good time, and we want 
them to see something of Watertury. I have found out what to 
most of the citizens of Waterbury is a surprise. I know when I 
go to Hartford and those cities east of the Connecticut River 
and talk about my home town they say, "Well now, how large 
is Waterbury, about 20,000?" That is the notion most of them 
have. Waterbury is the fourth city in the State. There are 
75,000 people here — as many as there were in Hartford or Bridge- 
port ten years ago. So, if you have time to go around the town, 
you will find a larger and more prosperous town than you had a 
notion of. I was in Meriden a few months ago and called on 
Mayor Martin, and he went to welcome some sort of a gather- 
ing there, and asked me to go with him. He had a system by 
which he struck off a number of brass keys about so long. I have 
not a brass key here today, but practically I want you to take 
the same thing and feel that as long as you are here you are the 
guests not only of the Waterbury Pharmaceutical Association, 
but also of the city of Waterbury. 

The: Pre:sident: I am sure we all appreciate the nice words 
of welcome extended to us by Mr. Walker in behalf of the Water- 
bury Pharmaceutical Association, and the kind words of Mayor 
Thoms of this hustling city. I am satisfied that when he turns 
the keys over to us, and has confidence in the members *of this 
Association, that those keys will not be abused. I feel, as all of 
us should feel, that we want to have all the fun we can, leave 
Waterbury with a nice record behind us and have a fond recol- 
lection of the brass city. I realize very well the mayor is a very 
busy man, and his words of welcome we appreciate. We are all 
going to see him to-night and hear more from him. 

The President : The first order of business is the calling of 
the roll. That is usually dispensed with, and if you have no ob- 
jection we will do the same now. The second order of business 
is the reading of the minutes. You have already received copies 
of the minutes, and unless there are objections we will dispense 
with the reading of them. I might say at this time that the con- 
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cession granted us at our meeting in December was stated in the 
meeting. There was one thing at the smoker, and that was the 
gift to our retiring Secretary, Mr. Rapelye. Mr. Ebbs, our pres- 
ent Secretary, will be glad to mention that fact just now. There 
was no mention of it in the Proceedings. It occurred at the 
smoker in the evening, and I will call upon the Secretary to state 
how it took place. 

The Secretary : I would like to say that this matter was not 
on the program in Bridgeport, but at the social session, which 
was held at the Algonquin Club. A Loving Cup was presented to 
Mr. Rapelye, by those who have been associated with him in the 
past as a small tribute to his past services and his efforts in be- 
half of the Connecticut Pharmaceutical Association. I am sure 
he appreciated it very much as was evidenced by his words of ac- 
^ ceptance. 

The President : I wish to state it is absolutely essential that 
the local committee guarantee the management of the hotel the 
exact number we expect at the banquet by one o'clock, so we will 
arrange to take a recess at that time, and proceed down stairs 
and arrange at the Secretary's desk for the tickets for the banquet. 

The President: The next order of business is the appoint- 
ment of the Committee on Credentials.

The President: I would like to ask if any of the delegates 
from New Jersey are present? 

Mr. Main : I think I heard my name mentioned. 

The President : In behalf of the Connecticut Pharmaceutical 
Association, I extend the most hearty welcome. It is hardly 
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necessary, for you are always welcome. I trust your stay with 
us will be pleasant and profitable. At this time I would call upon 
you for a few remarks. 

Mr. Main: I am glad to hear the greeting, and shall take 
pleasure in conveying it to the New Jersey Phafrmaceutical As- 
sociation. They held their meeting at Atlantic City last week, 
and had a nice meeting, and among other things new to me they 
had report of a committee on Pharmacopeia which was intensely 
interesting. It seems to me it would be well for our Association 
here to consider something of that kind. This committee, I think 
took the place of the ordinary committee of Queries; but they 
brought out discussions on the preparations and tests of the 
Pharmacopeia, which, in view of the fact that, that volume is the 
recognized standard for druggists in the United States was cer- 
tainly very timely. And I commend that to the attention of this 
Association at this time, — the question of appointing a committee 
on Pharmacopeia, to report such changes in tests or methods as 
they deem profitable or necessary. I would say that the revision 
committee of the Pharmacopeia are commencing their work with 
the next convention in view, which I think will be held next year, 
or year after, and to which this Association will undoubtedly ap- 
point delegates. It will be well for those delegates to have some 
data to guide them for presentation to that convention. I thank 
you for the greeting, and will see that it is conveyed to the As- 
sociation I have the pleasure to represent. 

The President: It is always interesting and profitable to 
hear from our sister Pharmaceutical .Associations, and I believe 
the only drawback to our sending delegates to all surrounding 
states is the fact that the meetings come so close together. How- 
ever, in regard to the remarks of Mr. Main and the Pharmacopeia, 
I would state I have called attention to that in my report, which 
will be read later, and hope it will be thoroughly discussed. I 
would inquire if any of your colleagues on that committee are 
here? 

Mr. Main : I think not. 

The President : I will call on the delegates from the Nation- 
al Wholesale Association — ^Mr. Whittlesey. 
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Mr. Whittle^sey : I have no special instructions from Presi- 
dent Taylor, but am glad to be with you, and am glad to say I 
am also a member of the Connecticut Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion, and' hope you will have a prosperous year. 

The President : I think the National Wholesale Association 
uses the same excellent judgment the New Jersey Association 
showed when they seleceted some of our own members to repre- 
sent them here. I think the representation is in good hands. It 
is hardly necessary to welcome Mr. Whittlesey because we know 
how he feels towards us. Mr. Wilcox we will not call up for 
remarks as he is extremely busy.

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The President : The number of active applicants are 60, and 
associates, 6. I cannot help but think what a 'great amount of 
thanks is due all those members who have assisted in bringing in 
this large number of applications. While we have pretty nearly 
the full number of proprietors in the state, there is always op- 
portunity to bring in new members, and if each and every one of 
us strives a little bit each year, we can always get one or two. 
To all those who have assisted in this work I extend most sincere 
thanks. It is an organization no retail druggist can afford to 
keep out of. You should get as many proprietors and licensed 
clerks as possible. Once again I want to thank all those who 
have assisted in bringing in this large list of applications. The 
list will take the usual course — ^be referred to the Executive Com- 
mittee, posted, and acted upon at the next session. 

The President : It gives me great pleasure to see in our gath- 
ering here Mr. Heinritz, of Holyoke, a very capable member of 
the Massachusetts Pharmaceutical Association, and I would call 
upon him for a few remarks. 

Mr. Heinritz : Mr. President and gentlemen : On entering 
the room I found I was chairman of the delegation from the 
Massachusetts Association, and I want to extend the greetings 
of the Massachusetts Association to the Connecticut Association, 
and trust you may have a very successful convention — ^and it looks 
like it now, with the new members coming in — and that your 
meeting may be very successful as it proceeds. We have had a 
very active year in our state association, and perehaps in my re- 
marks it may benefit you to state that any good that can possibly 
be accomplished for the retail druggist can only be accomplished 
by association ; and the state association in its sphere is one of the 
most important. One thing particularly I wouM like to empha- 
size, and that is the matter of bringing men out from their stores 
once a year and meeting other people in the same line of work. 
You go back with new ideas, and more courage, and better fitted 
to do your work, more satisfied, and more contented. I never 
attended a convention without feeling I have not only had my 
money's worth, but my mind has been eased, relieved, strength- 
ened, and braced up for the whole year, — ^that is, until the next 
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state convention. Ours comes the latter part of this month. We 
have had, as I said before, a very active year in our association, 
and it was due to matters of legislation — one of the most im- 
portant topics that every state body has to deal with. We had a 
very peculiar condition confronting us — an element from the 
eastern part of the state, representing Boston, the largest city, 
endeavoring to make the rest of the state conform to its ideas of 
what should be. The legislative committee acted, as we felt — 
that is, as a rnajority of the druggists of the state felt — not incon- 
formity with the wishes of the members of the Association ; and 
that matter had to be rectified by a very active canvass and very 
active fight before the legislature. I am pleased to say that the 
legislature in its wisdom decided that the opinion of the majority 
of the druggists in the business was right. No action was taken 
this year, but it left it open now, so the matter will be treated in 
our State Association, and I expect a very active time in open 
session. There is to be a session devoted to legislative matters, 
a session at which no vote will be taken, no resolution passed, 
but every man will have the right to get up and state his opinion 
about the condition of affairs in his district, so that on the follow- 
ing day, by gathering in these different opinions, to come to some 
reasonable conclusion on legislative matters. The greater part 
of this/ legislation is pertinent to the matter of our sixth class 
license. There was to be a unity between the temperance forces 
of the state, and this Boston element, as I am pleased to call it 
at this time, to the effect that the harm which accrued to our pro- 
fession by about possibly lo or 15 per cent, of the members, and 
that we deplore.d ourselves, was held up over and beyond the state 
by reason of that condition. I am frank to say at this time it is 
my purpose at our state convention to advocate a plan by which 
every local association must weed out of its own midst those men 
who are a detriment to the business. There is no reason why men 
who do a legitimate business and legal business should allow their 
good name, their reputation, and their business, to be dragged in 
the mire by a small handful of men who run saloons, or some- 
thing worse, under the guise of a drug store. (Applause.) I 
maintain that the selling of liquor by the druggist is not only 
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necessary, but is for the public good, and is in the interest of 
temperance pure and simple. We have in our state an eighth- 
class license, which allows only sale on prescriptions. I believe 
that is not equitable to the public, and I believe it leaves a great 
loop-hole for physicians who are not honorable and doing a busi- 
ness which is not right. I believe any one desiring liquor tor 
legitimate purposes should have the right and privilege to go into 
a respectable place during business hours and get what he wants 
for medicinal use. I do believe that a man who is in the drug 
business and sells lager beer or sells liquor by the glass, or sells 
through the soda fountain — and I am told these things are done — 
I believe he has no right to hang out a shingle, whether owner of 
a store or employed by some one else. I believe the local men 
should have back-bone enough, for their own protection and the 
upholding of their own profession to gain the respect of the pub- 
lic, to say to those men "You have got to get out, and if you don't 
do it we will make you do it;" and if necessary, there should be 
at least one man who will say so. The fact that we are classed as 
pharmacy and liquor dealers we abhor ; the fact that legislation 
comes up year after year ; not only that, but the mean, low-lived 
conditions are brought up before the public, to cast reflection on 
those who try to do a fair business. It is not right. I am opposed 
to the people who say the drug store shall sell no liquor at all. 
I have talked more than I intended to, when I started, but this 
thing is on my mind. You may have your moral ideas as you 
see fit, but you want to remember that conditions vary, and be 
liberal in your thoughts. Simply see to it that the law is carried 
out, whatever the law is, and do not curtail your income in any 
line, because you will need every cent sometime. I wish this con- 
vention success. We have two other delegates from our Asso- 
ciation here, Mr. Lynch and Mr. Wheeler of Springfield, and I 
would like to have those recorded as representing our Associa- 
tion; and thank you for the courtesy at this time. (Applause.) 

Tut PrKSIDh:nt: The kind words of Mr. Heinritz from our 
sister State of Massachusetts are appreciated by all of us. Mr. 
Heinritz is an Association man. He is a man who never hesitates 
to jump his business and go to work for his fellow men. I have 
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met him in Boston and Atlanta and all over the country working 
for the interest of his fellow men. I hope all those here will 
shake his hand, and make him feel at home with us. What he 
has to say about excise matters is of interest to all of us. We 
are glad to hear you along these lines. Another good friend is 
Mr. Lynch. We would like to hear from him. 

Mr. Lynch: I hope this meeing will be productive of much 
good, and personally I am always pleased to be with you. I will 
not take up any more of your time. I thank you. 

The President: The same words I had to say in regard to 
Mr. Heinritz apply to Mr. Lynch. If you see him disengaged any 
time make him feel at home. I would call on Mr. Wheeler, of 
Massachusetts, Is he present? (Not present.) 

The President : The next order of business is the report of 
the President and other officers. Mr. Walker, will you kindly 
take the chair? 

The President presented the following report, which was ac- 
cepted, and referred to a committee consisting of Messrs, Fleisch- 
ner, Stoughton and Leverty for action : 

PRESIDENT'S REPORT. 

To the Officers and Members of the Connecticut Pharmaceutical Asso- 
ciation : 

For the second time it is my pleasure to present to this Association an 
Annual Report and I do so with words of greeting- and thankfulness for 
the occasion. 

It having been twenty-seven years since the Association has held a 
meeting in this hustling and progressive city of Waterbury, I believe 
your Executive Committee acted wisely when they voted to hold this, 
our Thirty-Second Annual Meeting here. 

I remember very well having paid a hurried visit to Waterbury a few 
years ago a day or two after your serious conflagration. The* heart of 
your business section was in ruins and one could'nt but think what a 
terrible calmity had befallen your City. Immediately the "local pride" 
of the citizens of this city was put to a severe test and the wonderful 
rapidity that was shown towards re-building is a demonstration of the 
hustling»and progressiveness of your citizens. 

I feel perfectly satisfied that when we have transacted our business and 
participated in the entertainments that have been provided for us, we will 
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all depart from the Brass City with fond recollections of the Thirty- 
Second Annual Meeting of the Connecticut Pharmaceutical Association 
and sweet thoughts of the Retail Druggists of the City of Waterbur>' 
and her citizens. 

OPERATIONS OF THE ASSOCIATION FOR THE PAST YEAR. 

When we adjourned last June in Bridgeport, to meet in Magnolia there 
to join with the other New England State Pharmaceutical Associations, 
the Connecticut end of the meeting turned out just as I predicted. 

While Boston is the metropolis that the other New England States 
turn to, the distance is such to Connecticut folks, that we more likely 
turn towards New York. The hospitality extended to the visitors by the 
Massachusetts Druggists was truly an exemplification of the old New 
England kind and the few members of our Association that attended can 
prove this statement. Nevertheless I feel satisfied that we acted wisely 
when we held our own State meeting within -our own borders. 

While it is always possible for us in meeting others engaged in the same 
calling to broaden our ideas, yet the average druggist takes such little 
time away from his business, that I feel now just as I felt a year ago 
that whatever good might be accomplished by the New England State 
Associations meeting together, could just as well be done by regularly 
appointed delegates, they to report back to their respective Associations. 

The entertainments provided by the Traveling Men's Auxiliary at this 
meeting were most enjoyable and the few Connecticut people that par- 
ticipated will long remember them. 

THE SPECIAL MEETING AT NEW HAVEN. 

The special meeting of this Association called in December, 1907 for 
the purpose of considering the State Pure Food and Drug Law, was cer- 
tainly a most successful one. 

The large attendance being 50 per cent, of our membership, was certain- 
ly very gratifying to your officers, and the concessions granted us by the 
officers having in charge the enforcement of this law, demonstrates to 
me that there is a desire on the part of the Retail Druggists of the State 
to live up to the letter of the law. At this time I would like to go on 
record in behalf of the Connecticut Pharmaceutical Association to thank 
our Dairy Commissioner, Mr. Wm. H. Noble, and Dr. Jenkins the Di- 
rector of our Agricultural Experiment Station and their Deputies, for 
their attendance at our special meeting. 

Knowing full well that they are all very busy men, I feel that you will 
all agree with me that we ajppreciated their presence very much. 
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COMMERCIAL CONDITIONS. 

While the financial storm that has hovered over this country since last 
November has seriously aflFectetd our business, yet I firmly believe that 
in the very near future these dark clouds of depression will have passed 
and I believe the prosperity clouds, if I may term them such, with their 
silvery lining, will appear in the. heavens and we will once more reap a 
just reward for our labors. 

At this time I wish to go on record as being in favor of more time 
being devoted to Commercial conditions at our Annual Meetings. The 
# best way to accomplish this would be to either extend the duration of 
our Annual Meeting, or to arrange for part of our business being trans- 
acted at our mid-winter meeting, which was thought favorably of at our 
last Annual Meeting, and which I hope will become a law at this meeting. 

THE AMERICAN PHARMACEUTICAL ASSOCIATION. 

It was my pleasure to attend the Fifty-Fifth Annual Meeting of th*s 
Association held in New York City in the early part of September, 1907. 
This meeting of the parent Pharmaceutical body of all was a most success- 
ful one, my only regret is, that so few Connecticut men belong to this 
great Organization. We should have more. 

The many busy men in attendance at this Convention, coming as they 
do from all parts of this country, and the great amount of good ac- 
complished by this body, demonstrated fully to me a wonderful spirit of 
good fellow-ship and a most willing desire to impart to their fellow 
Pharmacists the many brilliant ideas that exist among its membership. 
I trust that many present today will see it to their advantage to become 
a member of this important body. 

The report of your delegate, Secretary Ebbs, to this Convention will 
prove interesting and worthy of your attention. 

LEGISLATION. 

The many measures detrimental to our interests introduced at each 
session of our legislation if they were placed on our statue books sug- 
gest to me the importance of a larger committee, a sub-committee in each 
county, which seems to me would be a good way to cover this important 
work. When the hearing on any measure was announced the chairman 
of the General Committee could notify the various sub-committees and in 
a very short time our different Senators and Representatives could be 
interviewed. 

I offer the above as a suggestion and hope the matter will be discussed 
freely at this session. 
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EXCISE LAWS. 

While at each session of our legislature there has always been intro- 
duced many measures on Excise matters, I feel at the approaching session 
the so-called reform wave will be heard from in our legislative halls. 
Many of our members are of the opinion that the quicker liquor and 
pharmacy are separated, just so much quicker will pharmacy rise to a 
higher and more lofty profession. 

Many others feel that at present there are sufficient laws on our books 
covering this matter and what we want is not more laws, but a more 
thorough enforcement of those already in existence. The general public % 
having been accustomed for many years in purchasing their wants in this 
line from their druggist and the majority of the medical profession class- 
ing it as a food, and prescribing it, my personal opinion is that we still 
can handle them with the proper enforcement of the laws which already 
exist. This however, is a very important question and I look forward 
at this session for a very general discussion on this subject. 

No further elaboration is necessary at this time as this matter will be 
thoroughly covered in the report of the Legislative Committee. 

PHARMACY AND QUERIES. 

The good work done by this committee towards popularizing the U. S. 
P. and N. F. preparations should appeal very strongly to every Retail 
Druggist within our State. 

The many benefits that can be derived by the public, the physician, and 
the pharmacist, in the use of the above standard preparation is well 
known to all of you. The movement was started by our parent Phar- 
maceutical body, the American Pharmaceutical Association when a com- 
mittee from that body appeared before the American Medical Association 
which organization strongly favored it, and commended same to its mem- 
bers. 

The N. A. R. D. is carrying a vigorous campaign along these lines and 
I feel that much good will come to us all by this campagin. It should 
not be our purpose to dictate to the Medical Men what they should pre- 
scribe," but gain their confidence by manufacturing and demonstrating to 
them that we as Pharmacists, are in a position to prepare these Standard 
Preparations. 

Further valuable information along these lines will be furnished under 
the section on Pharmacy and Queries. 

THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 

This committee has been very active and much interest has been felt 
at all times in matters pertaining to the good and welfare of our Asso- 
ciation. 
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MEMBERSHIP. 

As each year rolls around, there arc a number of applicants that we can 
secure for our Association. We should watch all new stores that open, 
and if the proprietor is not a member, he certainly should be and also 
obtain the applications of as many licensed clerks as possible. The clerk 
of today is the proprietor of the future. 

At each meeting we have a few associate members, yet we have not 
enough of the good fellows on our roll. They in my opinion add greatly 
to our Annual gatherings and we should strive to double the number. 

BOARD OF PHARMACY. 

This important board is a credit to our Association. At all times and 
from all parts of the State, we hear nothing but words of praise. The>' 
have had a very busy year. A detailed report of the operations of this 
board will be submitted by the Secretary at a later session. 

THE N. A. R. D. 

The good work being done by this Organization demonstrates clearly 
to me the need of such a body. "While at times many of us have felt 
doubtful as to receiving any direct benefits, it cannot be gain-said that 
they are at all times looking after the interests of the great army of Re- 
tailers. 

In matters pretaining to national legislation this body is certainly a 
factor. I would therefor recommend that we continue our affiliation 
with the N. A. R. D., pay them the regular dues for all members, less our 
Associate membership. I also feel that if the number of members can 
be determined, who have paid through their local Association their N. A. 
R. D. dues, that we deduct that amount from our State dues. 

THE U. S. P. CONVENTION, 1910. 

In the year 1910 there will be held in Washington, a Convention of 
delegates from the various Medical and Pharmaceutical bodies of the 
country to lay the foundation for our next Pharmacopeia. 

The enormous amount of work required to prepare this Book is such 
that it will be several years after the Convention adjourns before it will 
be ready for distribution. 

There no doubt will be some changes in formulas, etc. and I mention 
it at" this time, so that all who may have any suggestions to offer or 
criticisms to make, can do so, so that our delegates can be instructed. 
I would suggest in the event of any member offering any suggestions or 
criticisms, that they be referred to the committee on Pharmacy and Queries, 
they to make it part of their report at our next Annual Meeting. 
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At this Convention all delegates are privileged to offer any suggestions 
or improvements that they think would benefit the work in any way, and 
same will be given due consideration. There are I believe chances for 
in»provements in some of the formulas, requirements, etc. 

I understand, from what I consider a most reliable source, it is hard 
to obtain at the present time such drugs as henbane leaves, bella-donna 
herb, bella-donna root, and scammony, that meet the U. S. P. require- 
ments. 

Great care should be exercised to see that the above points are covered. 

THE NATIONAL PURE FOOD AND DRUG LAW. 

This all important far-reaching act is bound to accomplish the purpose 
which it was enacted for. Controlling as it does inter-state and foreig^n 
commerce, everything which is used for food, beverage, or medicine for 
man or beast, and having the backing of the Federal Government, it 
seems that deception and fraud in commercial transactions is bound to be . 
obliterated. While this law has caused Manufacturers and Jobbers lots 
of inconvenience and much expense, while waiting for proper interpreta- 
tions of some of its clauses, I feel that it will work much good for the 
general public. 

While at ^11 times the Manufacturer and Jobber are entitled to a just 
reward for their labors, we, as Retailers should so arrange our prices 
on articles that have been advanced to us that we should at all times re- 
ceive a just reward for our labors. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

No. I. That the President sign all checks as well as the Treasurer. 

No. 2. That Section i. Article 7 be changed to read "The President 
shall within ten days after the close of each Annual Meeting appoint 
the following standing committees: Executive Committee, Committee on 
Pharmacy and Queries." 

No. 3. That a strong appeal be made for more papers to be read at 
the Annual Meeting. 

No. 4. While the time and place of next meeting according to our 
By-Laws is designated by the Executive Committee, and that at our 
Annual gatherings all parts of the State being represented, I .feel that a 
little discussion or invitations to meet in different parts would be a 
benefit. The same I believe would be appreciated by our Executive 
Committee. 

PAY OUR OWN EXPENSES. 

No.S. While at all times the Manufacturer and the Jobber have treated 
us most liberally in regard to donations for our Annual Meeting, I be- 
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lieve that we as members, should pay our own expenses for our annual 
^therings. 

I realize full well that the chairman of our Legislative Committee should 
be compensated for the enormous amount of time required and that in his 
absence the member of the committee acting in his stead, should receive it, 
I will refrain from making it a recommendation owing to the fact that 
I have recommended a larger Legislative Committee, but trust this body 
will give it due consideration at this session. 

In closing this my Second Annual Report I trust that you will all feel 
that any suggestions that I have offered and recommendations that I have 
made were all done with the best interests of the State Association in 
mind. 

To the Officers and Committees that have so ably assisted me in the 
administration and affairs of this Association I owe profound thanks, 
for I realize full well that without all working in harmony no good work 
can be accomplished. 

With sincere thanks for the honor you have conferred upon me and 
assurances that the same amount of interest that I have shown as an 
officer will continue, I will ask your close attention to our sessions.

AFTERNOON SESSION, JUNE 9th 

The President: I wish to announce that in the neighbor- 
hood o:; six o'clock, when we adjourn, the official photographer 
will be outside to take our pictures. You are all requested to be 
around at that time. We have with us today Mr. Frank Ernst, 
national committeeman of the N. A. R. D. I wish at this time 
to welcome him, and to call upon him for a few remarks. 

Mr. Ernst : Mr. Chairman and Members of the C. P. A. I 
am very pleased to have accepted an invitation from some of your 
members to be present today. I take great pleasure in represent- 
ing the National Association of Retail Druggists, and very proud 
of the confidence placed in me by the members of your Association 
in soliciting votes for my pr/^sence on this committee at the last 
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convention; and I have always maintained that the province of 
New England was a peculiar one in many ways. Having had 
experience over the United States outside of New England, I 
can speak in that line from experience, and know it to be a fact. 
I could probably make an extended discourse, and repeat a* great 
many things you have heard a great many times before ; but there 
is one thing I think is perfinent and germane to the subject I 
want to call your attention to. It is not new in tHis district, but 
it is prevalent over the entire United States. We find that the 
spirit of organization and concerted effort first fostered by the 
N. A. R. D. to successful culmination has brought about a num- 
ber of local organizations that feel to this day they can very well 
dispense with the National Association of Retail Druggists and 
paddle their own canoe. I want to say that any man that reflects 
in that turn of mind reflects wrongly first, last and all the time. 
There was never a time when the call for men to understand the 
present conditions was more urgent, nor was the call more urgent 
for men to assist in making the future a better one. A man 
has no right to be faint-hearted or to look gloomily upon the 
present. You have probably seen that statement made to the 
contrary. We have had social conditions. We find that com- 
mercialism enters into education. We find, I am sorry to say, 
that materialism dulls the moral sense in our business life. We 
regret to say those are conditions. Individualism — I say this 
advisedly — individualism, as manifested, for instance, by a man 
who has peculiar ideas as to the selling of goods — the cutter, 
for instance — individualism we' know by experience may run out 
and run wild, even into the dismemberment of society. You see 
that no more prominently manifested than when you consider the 
evils wrought by the cut-price problem of the last 15 year^ But 
we are susceptible to argument. We learn from experience; 
we learn from the manufacturers ; we learn from commerce ; we 
learn from the ways of the world. We have entered on a time 
when the true watchwords of success are combination, association 
and consolidation. So true is this of alliance that we are amazed 
to see the grand, gigantic things accomplished by the massing of 
interests. And it is for the better and nobler intelligence to talk 
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over and moke use of the power of organization, of combination 
and association, the eliminating of undesirable factors, by using 
the power of organization in doing the great things that ought 
to be done for the future. We have about us everywhere un- 
mistakable signs, irrefutable signs, that the brotherhood spirit 
is steadily increasing, and that certainly promises a new era. 
Gentlemen, that is irrefutable. You may take it in any walk of 
life, it is combination, association, and consolidatiton. Never in 
history has it been impossible — in fact, it has been real easy, 
when men live on the same social level, when they believe in the 
same doctrine, when they follow the same line of business, to get 
concerted action, to ally their sympathetic interests. And, gentle- 
men, why should not that be the watch- word for the N. A. R. D.? 
Why, this meeting here is evidence as compared with ten years 
ago. You could not have got a bunch of good friends like this 
together ten years ago and make them sit down and think there 
is a good trait in the fellow on the next corner. You all know 
they had a knife up the boot-leg, ready to rub it up their back the 
next chance they got. As you look over the drug business for 
years back, and the disconnected line of local associations — I say 
disconnected, there has no local association been able to accom- 
plish results except just for the little local proposition for which 
they were originally formed. They get just about so far and then 
it is all oif. They find they are, not big enough. What do you 
find with the N. A. R. D. ? It is the converse that is true. In 
the past we have been like the proverbial bunch of fagots — easily 
disposed of, — like the jobbers and advertising men and fake 
schemers of the west ! There is no local association big enough 
to develop into an influential body that can live by itself outside 
of the N. A. R. D. 

The: President: The keen interest shown by Mr. Ernst in 
local aflFairs in Boston, as well as Massachusetts state aflfairs, and 
his experience of late in the N. A. R. D., certainly places him in 
a position to talk along those lines. There is no question about 
it in my mind but what the N. A. R. D. has materially increased 
the interest in both local and state associations. I think you will 
all agree with me about that. The amount of money they have 
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Spent in organizing, and various other campaigns they have wag- 
ed, has been very beneficial to the local state organization.

SECRETARY'S REPORT. 

To the Officers and Members of the Connecticut Pharmaceutical Asso- 
ciation : — 

Following out the custom as laid* down and prescribed in our By- 
Laws your Secretary attended the Fifty-fifth Annual Convention of the 
American Pharmaceutical Association which was held last September from 
Monday 22nd-28th at the New Hotel Astor in New York City. I was 
there from Tuesday morning until Friday afternoon. This was my first 
experience not only as a delegate from this Association (this being my 
first year as your Secretary) but as a member of the parent Association, 
although having joined three years ago. 

To say that I was favorably impressed is putting it mildly. The 
Sessions were well attended and the general appearance of those present, 
the discussions engaged in, the important problems under consideration 
and the methods employed for the proper transaction of business made me 
feel proud, not only that I was a member of that Association ; but more 
so that I enjoyed the great privilege of being your representative on that 
occasion. 

The principal topics discussed were higher education and the elevation 
of our chosen profession of Pharmacy, the Pure Food and Drug Laws, 
the U. S. P. and National Formulary preparations and the propaganda 
for their introduction among our friends of the Medical Profession. 
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All sections of the country were represented and the many Colleges 
of Pharmacy especially, as Professors and Teachers of the different 
branches of the science were very much in evidence. 

It would be wholly impossible for me to attempt to explain or de- 
scribe to you all the business done during that Convention, but for those 
of the members who are interested would say I have a Copy of the Pro- 
ceedings right here and should be very glad to have you look it over. You 
will find it intensely interesting, I assure you. 

With regard to higher education and in this connection would say, 
It has always seemed to me that we ought to have a Connecticut College 
of Pharmacy. I think with few exceptions every State in the Union has 
one or is making preparations with that end in view and we should not 
rest or be content until a movement is started in that direction. How 
this shall be accomplished I think is for this Association to determine 
if not at the present at some time in the very near future. At any rate 
the subject is worth thinking about.

Believing that by affixing a blue seal to the membership certificates 
of this Association the same would be more appreciated by the members, 
after consultation with our President and members of the Executive Com- 
mittee and receiving their approval, your Secretary attached the same to 
all certificates issued since our last annual meeting While perhaps it 
does not increase the intrinsic value of the certificate it has a tendency 
to give it a more official appearance, also without a background the seal 
impression has been imperfectly seen especially when the certificate is 
hung six or seven feet from the floor as is often the case. 

Another matter, which while perhaps should not properly come under 
the head of the Secretary's Report, is of sufficient importance to be 
mentioned just now, perhaps saving time later on in the session. I refer 
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to Jury duty. We are all aware how inconvenient, in fact, how almost 
impossible it is for the average druggist to leave his store for a week or 
two, perhaps during the busy season or at a time when he happens to be 
short-handed. Your Secretary has had the experience. It was my first 
and hope it will be the last. While I do not believe any member of this 
Association would willingly shirk his duties as a citizen, yet owing to 
the difficulties with which he has to contend in absenting himself from 
his business a Statute of Exemption is most desirable. For that reason I 
would suggest that if it meets with the approval of this Association the 
Legislative Committee be instructed to prepare a bill for the purpose of 
Exempting Pharmacists from Jury Duty.

REPORT OF EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 

To the Officers and Members of the Connecticut Pharmaceutical Asso- 
ciation : — 

Your Executive Committee submits the following report for the year : 
At a meeting of the Executive Committee held at the Allyn House, 
Hartford, July 30th, 1907, the proceedings of the meeting held at Bridge- 
port were reviewed and ordered printed in the usual manner. It was 
unanimously voted to reimburse Brothers Rapelye and Hartigan for the 
amount of railrpad fare expended by them in attending the joint committee 
meeting held at Boston, Mass., to make the necessary arrangements for 
the New England meeting which was held at Magnolia, with which you 
are all familiar. These two members had been sent there by a vote of 
your previous Executive Committee. The matter of delinquent members, 
which had been referred to this committee, was thoroughly discussed, 
and it was thought best to ask some member of the Association living in 
the town where such delinquent resides, to make a personal call on him 
and try and collect, if possible, the dues owed to the Association, and also 
persuade him to continue his affiliation with this Association, 

The matter of remuneration of the Chairman of the Legislative Com- 
mittee was carefully considered and fully realizing that whatever monetary 
consideration we should decide upon would or could not repay Captain 
J. K. Williams for the enormous amount of time spent and the good work 
done for every member of this Association, and taking into consideration 
the fact that the expenses of conducting the Association for the ensuing 
year will necessarily be very heavy on account of the bills for printing 
the proceedings of the meetings for the two years, 1906 and 1907, it was 
unanimously voted to draw on the treasury for the amount of $100.00, 
the same to be paid to Captain J. K. Williams in gold, at the next meet- 
ing of the Executive Committee.

It was voted to draw on the treasurer for the amount of $22.50 to 
pay the expenses of entertaining the invited guests at the mid-winter 
meeting held at New Haven. President Hartigan, with on€ or two 
Bridgeport members had entertained these guests at their own expense, 
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believing the best interests of this Association would be served by the above 
action. 

The Secretary reported at the present time there were 474 members 
on the roll, including active and associate. 

President Hartigan asked the co-operation of each member of the 
Executive Committee and their friends in an effort to increase the mem- 
bership to 500 before the opening of *he Annual Meeting. 

As this finished the business for the day, an adjournment was taken 
at 5 :oo p. m. 

At a meeting of the Officers — the Executive Committee, Legislative 
Committee and the Committee on Pharmacy and Queries, held at Bridge- 
port, Conn., at the Algonquin Club, April 28th, 1908, the following busi- 
ness was transacted: 

It wa-s voted to recommend a change in the Pharmacy Laws in this 
State to the members of the C. P. A. at the Waterbury meeting so that the 
fee charged under Section 4728 shall not be refunded to the applicant 
in case of failure upon first examination, but in lieu thereof a second 
examination will be granted without extra charge; that the law relating 
to the bonding of the Pharmacy Commissioners shall be so changed that 
it will not require the bonding of the President and Secretary of said 
Board, as the above named Officers do not have the handling of any funds 
of the said Pharmacy Commissioners. That Section 4721 shall be- so 
amended to read as follows: 

"There shall be three commissioners of pharmacy, each of whom shall 
be a reputable pharmacist, and who shall at all times during their term 
of office be actively engaged in, and proprietors of a retail drug store.- 

It was voted to ask the Legislative Committee to recommend such 
changes in the Excise Laws as they deemed best for your consideration 
at the meeting. 

It was voted to invite Dr. Jenkins and Dairy Commissioner Noble, 
the Pure Food and Drug Commissioners, and also Prof. H. W. Wiley, 
the Chairman of the National Pure Food and Drug Commission, to be 
present and address the members on the first day of the meeting to .be 
held at Waterbury, June i6th, the expense of. the same to be paid by the 
Connecticut State Pharmaceutical Association. 

One application for membership was received, but as the date of our 
next Annual Meeting was so near at hand, it was thought best to defer 
action on the same until that time. 

Mr. Clarence J. Spalding, of New Haven, addressed the members 
present on the advisability of preparing a suitable display of U. S. P. 
and N. F. preparations, for the benefit of the members of the Connecticut 
Medical Association, the same to be displayed at their next Annual Meet- 
ing in New Haven in May; stating that the Connecticut Pharmaceutical 
Association had been invited to make this display by the above named 
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society. After a full discussion it was voted to accept the invitation, and 
Mr. Spalding was chosen Chairman to act in conjunction with the Com- 
mittee on Pharmacy and Queries, to arrange all details and solicit samples 
from the members, and when completed they to be sent to the Chairman 
at New Haven. 

It was also thought best to have this display transferred to Water- 
bury in time for our Annual Meeting. 

Mr. Charles A. Rapelye reported that Captain J. K. Williams posi- 
tively refused to accept any gift or remuneration for his services in be- 
half of this Association, and returned the $ioo in gold to the Treasurer.

As Chairman of your Executive Committee, it is with sorrow I re- 
port the death of five members during the year : W. H. Camp, of Canaan, 
could not find out any details; Ernest F. Hesse, New Haven; Charles H. 
Williams, Thomaston ; Wm. E. Ford, New Haven; Elbert E. Daskum, 
Waterbury. 



Ernest F. Hesse of New Haven, died August 7th, 1908, at his home, 
52 Lawrence Street, after an illness of about three weeks with liver and 
heart trouble. 

Mr. Hesse was a native of New York state and was 39 years of age 
last February. He established a prosperous business on the corner of 
Lawrence and Nash Streets. Previous to his going into business for 
himself he was head clerk for Thomas Trefry at the drug sitore he con- 
ducted for years on the corner of State and Edward Streets. 

Mr. Hess was President of the New Haven Retail Drug Association, 
having been elected for a second term. He was a Deacon in the First 
English Lutheran Church on Lawrence Street and was a mem'ber of Hiram 
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Lodge, F. and A. M. and of New Haven Commander> and also a Mystic 
Shriner and a member of the Connecticut. Pharmaceutical Association. 

He leaves a wife who was Miss Ella Bauman and she has the deep 
sympathy of her large circle of friends in htr sorrow. 

He leaves also two brothers, Frederick, who resides on Peck Street 
and Theodore of El Paso, Texas. He leaves also two married sisters 
who reside in New York City. 

The burial took place in the family plot in New Haven Cemetery. 

Charles H. Williams, a retired druggist of Thomaston, Conn., and 
well known through Litchfield County, died at his home, Reynolds 
Bridge, Thursday evening, December 19th, 1907, at 11 o'clock, after a long 
illness, which had only been considered dangerous the last two weeks. 
Mr. Williams was born in Groton, Conn., April 24, 1842, being the son of 
Caleb Minor and Sabra (Gallup) Williams. He received a common 
school education and at the age of 18 years went to work in the drug 
store of Dr. Seth Smith at New London, where he remained for 4 years. 
He was next employed as clerk by Leon Osgood of Norwich, and later 
by W. S. Tyler & Son, and in partnership with Mr. Tyler of Greenville 
for a number of years, and later he opened a store of his own in Ansonia, 
which he conducted for 9 years. In 1878 Mr. Williams bought out the 
old Seth Thomas drug store in Thomaston, one of the oldest in the 
valley, and soon established a good business which increased yearly under 
his management. November 5th, 1867, he was married to Elizabeth C. 
daughter of Henry F. Reynolds. Politically he was a Democrat of the 
conservative type, voting as his best judgment dictated. He possessed 
the confidence and esteem of his towns people wherever he resided and 
held various offices of trust. In Greenville he was postmaster and held 
other minor offices. In Ansonia he served as Warden of the Borough, 
and in Thomaston he was for several years Fire Commissioner. He was 
also a director of the Thomaston National Bank. In religion, he was 
reared in the Baptist faith Mr. Williams was a man of superior intelli- 
gence and genial disposition, and a universal favorite. In 1899 he retired 
from active business, selling out to his son Charles H. Williams who now 
conducts the business. 

In 1882 he became a member of the Connecticut Pharmaceutical As- 
sociation, and was elected President in 1899. He was also a member of 
the Connecticut society of the Sons of American Revolution, and a mem- 
ber of Franklin Lodge, No. 42, I. O. O. F. Besides a wife, he is survived 
by one son Charles H. Williams. His funeral was held Sunday afternoon, 
from the house at 1 130, with burial in Hillside Cemetery, the Rev. Austin 
Hazen, Pastor of the Congregational Church officiating at the services. 

William E. Ford, for 25 years in the retail drug business in the city 
of New Haven, died at his home 16 Linwood Place, Monday, February 
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1 0th, of apoplexy. Mr. Ford was apparently in good health Sunday. He 
attended services in the morning in the United Church and in the after- 
noon went for a trolley ride. Early Monda>" morning he was stricken 
and passed away soon after. Mr. Ford was in his 59th year and for many 
years had a drug store on State Street :»t the foot of Elm Street, but with 
the removal of the building he was forced to another location in State 
Street near Court Street. Mr. Ford is survived by his wife and one son 
Wm. E. Ford, Jr., an instructor in Yale Scientific School. He also leaves 
a brother Frederick J. Ford, who resides in West Haven. Mr. Ford was 
a member of the United Church and of Olive Branch Lodge of Masons, 
and of Quinnipiac Lodge, L O. O. F., and also a member of the Con- 
necticut Pharmaceutical Association, The funeral was held Wednesday 
afternoon, at his late residence, the Rev. Artemus Ward officiating, burial 
taking place at Westville Cemetery. 

Elbert E. Daskum, 32 one of the best known druggists in Water- 
bury, died Tuesday, February 25th, 1908, at 6 o'clock, in the evening, at 
his home, 325 North Main Street. For a long time Mr. Daskum had 
suffered from pulmonary trouble but had used every means to overcome 
the disease, several times withstanding serious attacks by sheer force of 
will. He had spent several winters in Southern Pines, N. C, and re- 
turned always so greatly benefited that his friends felt the trouble was 
not really serious. Last Christmas, however, his condition became grave, 
and he has since been unable to leave the house. On Friday he was oblig- 
ed to take to his bed and sank rapidly to the end. Mr. Daskum was 
born in Woodbury, Conn., and was the only son of C. E. and Celia 
(Burford) Daskum. He was educated in the public schools of Wood- 
bury and later attended Park Academy. On deciding to study pharmacy, 
he went to work with F. Y. Ketcham, of Woodbury, where he remained 
for two years; he then came to Waterbury and entered the drug store 
of the Leavenworth& Dikeman Co. After an apprenticeship here, he 
took the State Pharmacy Examination nnd successfully passed it and later 
entered te employ of N. A. Upham of the North End, as a prescription 
pharmacist. He remained here eleven years, until a year ago when he 
formed a partnership with Ernest Gyde and bought the Ideal Pharmacy 
at the corner of North Main and Spencer Avenue. Through his long 
association with the drug store at the North End, he was known to almost 
every resident in that section, and no one was held in greater esteem. 
He was popular with every one who knew him, his unfailing cheerfulness 
and good-fellowship winning for him many friends. He was one of the 
best known of the younger pharmacists of the city, a skilled and re- 
sponsible prescription clerk, and had passed successfully the examinations 
of the States of( New York, North Carolina, District of Columbia and 
Connecticut. He was a member of Nosahogan Lodge, L O. O. F., of 
the Woodmen of the World, and of the Connecticut State Pharmaceutical 
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Association. On July 31st, 1895, he married Miss Lena Potter, of Sharon, 
who survives him. He leaves also his parents and one sister. Miss 
Cecelia Daskum, who now resides in Thomaston. His funeral was held 
on Friday, February 28th, igo8 at his late home on North Main Street, 
the Rev. H. DeWitt Williams officiating, the burial taking place in the 
family plot at Woodbury.

On motion, voted to accept the report. 

Mr. Williams: There being a personal matter connected 
with that report, I wish to say, as expressed in the report, Mr. 
Rapelye made the tender in behalf of the Association of the gift 
to me for services on the Legislative Committee for years past, 
and in declining that I wish to say that I intended no disrespect 
to the Association, but fully, appreciated the courtesy and the 
kindness intended in that gift; but I felt that it was a bad pre- 
cedent for this Association to take at the present time, to reim- 
burse in any manner any committee of this Association. There 
are other committees that do a vast amount of laborious work dur- 
ing the year; and therefore I felt I must decline, if upon that 
ground alone. But in addition I felt that in the years past, hav- 
ing served the Association something like 25 or 28 years in that 
capacity, that the time had arrived when I must be relieved from 
the duties of that office, and that others must come in and take 
upon themselves the burden of caring for the legislative matters 
of this Association. For that reason I felt that I could not con- 
scientiously or reasonably accept any remuneration from the As- 
sociation, and would prefer that it be turned back into the treas- 
ury, for assistance in the future of paid attorneys that will have 
to be employed for the work that is needed to be done. (Ap- 
plause. ) 

Mr. Main : I would like to offer a motion in connection with 
the Executive Committee's Report. I notice that report memo- 
rializes our deceased members. I would move that the incoming 
Executive Committee consider the advisability of printing the 
portrait of the deceased member in connection with that notice. 
I do not want to make that mandatory, because I do not know 
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how the finances of our Association stand. But there are several 
Associations now which print these portraits of deceased mem- 
bers in their proceedings, and it is a very grateful thing for the 
members who have met these members in the flesh to see their 
portraits appearing in print. 

The President: Your idea was to have this considered by 
the Executive Committee? 

Mr. Main : Yes ; and if they think the finances of the Asso- 
ciation will admit of it, that it be adopted. 

The President : You make that as. a motion? 

Mr. Main : Yes, sir. 

Mr. Levy: In the chairman's report of the Executive Com- 
mittee there were several recommendations. I think those ought 
to be investigated. The report was accepted without any regard 
paid to those recommendations. One thing, in regard to the col- 
lecting of dues, which is very important. I think some committee 
ought to be appointed on the recommendations that are referred 
to in the report. 

Mr. Williams: I move that report be referred to the same 
committee as the President's address. They have all those mat- 
ters in hand. (Voted.) 

The President : At this time I think it would be quite proper, 
in view of the fact that the "grim visitor," death, having visited 
the home of Mr. Lake very recently, (who was so anxious to 
have this Association come to Waterbury) and it having occurred 
so recently that his attendance here today is out of the question, 
it seems to me it would be very fitting for this Association, 
through our Secretary, to send a letter of condolence to Mr. Lake. 

On motion, it was voted accordingly. 

The President: The question of getting return railroad 
tickets ought to be considered. The understanding is, if we do 
not use 100 of them this time we will never get the concession 
again. So I would suggest that all who have not secured half- 
rate tickets home get one, so we may be able to get it again. 

Mr. Walker : A letter was received by the local Secretary in 
which the railroad stated that last year at Bridgeport they had 
16 tickets returned ; and that if that was all that was to be used 
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they would not extend any favors to this Association in the fu- 
ture. 

Mr. FlEischner : Might it not be well to let the railroad 
I>eople know that a great number came by trolley today; prob- 
ably more than one-half came by trolley, from different parts of 
the state. That argument might be used to offset the claim that 
there were not lOo tickets bought. There were more than loa- 
fares collectted in different directions, surely. 

The: Pre^sidicnT: Their contention is, if not more than loo 
came by rail they will not grant that concession again. 

The President: The Secretary has a few more applications 
for membership, and will now read them.

The President : That makes a total of 65 active applications 
received up to date, and 7 associates. We can declare a short 
recess, if agreeable, of a minute or half a minute, and vote on 
the list posted this morning as well as this list. One ballot will 
elect the entire roll, if that is agreeable; so, if there is no ob- 
jection, I will declare a recess of one minute, so as to comply 
with our By-laws. 

(Recess was taken accordingly, after which, on vote to that 
effect, the Secretary cast the ballot of the Association for the 
list of applicants posted, and they were declared elected to mem- 
bership in the Association.) 

The President : The next order of business is the section on 
scientific papers. 

Mr. Leverty: I believe there are quite a number of interest- 
ing paoers to be read here, and I think we had better get through 
with the regular business first, and read them later, and we will 
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appreciate them more. I move that the reading of the papers be 
left until later in the session. 

The President: The next order of business is the section 
on scientific papers, and under this head will be the report of the 
Pharmacy and Queries Committee. There seems to be a desire 
to let this section go over for a little while. Is there any one 
present that has a paper or papers they wish to read at this meet- 
ing? Dr. BoUes is chairman of that committee, but I have not 
seen him. 

Mr. Garvin : Dr. Bolles told me he expected to be here, but 
he has not arrived yet. 

The President : Mr. Spalding has been a very active mem- 
ber of that committee, and he is here. Are there any papers in 
the room? Well, we have one paper here. So far as I know, 
that is all the papers. The rest of the work under this section 
will be along the lines of the U. S. P. and National preparations. 
We will listen to a paper by Mr. Robert Walker. 

Mr. Walker read the following paper, which it was voted should 
be received and printed. 

THE DRUG STORE INSURANCE. 

To the Officers and Members of the Connecticut Pharmaceutical Asso- 
elation : — 

I have chosen this title — "Drug Store Insurance" — for the reason 
that I think it is of the utmost importance, in the oonducting of a retail 
drug business, and for convenience I will divide this subject into two 
classes; viz — Fire Insurance and Druggist Liability Insurance. 

How many retail druggists present today have carefully read over 
their fire insurance policies and are familiar with all its provisions and 
contents. I am afraid, if the truth were known, the percentage would 
be very small. It seems to be an unwritten law among proprietors of re- 
tail drug stores, at least a majority of them, to believe that all that is 
required of them in order to insure their property is to pay the premium 
once a year and their duty it at an end. I want to disabuse your mind 
of this error — for it is an error, bath in theory* and in fact. Would any- 
one of you here in this room enter into a contract with your neighbor 
for a thousand dollars or more, no matter how simple the contract or the 
stability of his financial resources, without scrutinizing its contents from 
one end to the other. Yet, when you accept an insurance policy from 
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your agent, and pay the premium on the same, you accept a bona-fide con- 
tract from him with its terms nearly, if not all, in favor of the insurance 
company, and if you except a fair settlement in case of loss by fire it is 
your duty to live up strictly to its provisions. 

The laws of this State require all insurance companies to use what 
is termed the Standard Fire Insurance Policy, and from its pages I wish 
to read you a few statements in order that you may know some of its 
provisions. 

The first part of the contract reads as follows : 

"In consideration of the stipulation herein contained and of 

dollars premium does hereby insure John Doe, for the term of one year 

from noon date, to noon date, one year against all direct 

loss or damage by fire, except as hereinafter provided. This Company 
shall not be liable for loss caused directly or indirectly by neglect of the 
insured to use all reasonable means to save or preserve the property at 
or after a fire, or when the property is endangered by fire from neigh- 
boring premises, unless fire ensues, and in that event for the damage by 
fire only. Or if a building or any part of it falls, except as a direct re- 
sult of fire, all insurance by this policy on such building or its contents, 
shall immediately cease." If fire occur the insured shall give immediate 
notice of any loss thereby in writing to this company, — protect the proper- 
ty from further damage, forthwith separate the damaged and undam- 
aged personal- property, put it in the best possible order, make a com- 
plete inventory of the same, stating the quantity and cost of each article 
and the amount claimed thereon, and within 60 days after the fire (unless 
such time is extended by this company in writing) shall render a state- 
ment signed and sworn to by the insured stating the knowledge and be- 
lief of the insured as to the time and origin of the fire, the interest of the 
insured and all others in the property, the cash value of each item there- 
of and the amount claimed thereon, all incumbrances thereon, all other 
insurance whether valid or not, covering any of said property, and a 
copy of all the descriptions and schedules in all policies; Any changes 
in the title, use, occupation, location, possession, ,or exposure of said 
property since the issuing of the policy, and shall also, if required, fur- 
nish the certificate of a notary* public, not interested as a creditor or other- 
wise, nor related to the insured, living nearest to the place of fire, stat- 
ing that he has examined the circumstances and believes the insured has 
honestly sustained the loss to the amount that such notary shall certify." 
And I want to remind you right here that in order to meet the above re- 
quirements, it is extremely necessary that you have an inventory of the 
contents of your store. 

The Standard Policy does not allow any other insurance unless so 
specified in writing, and does provide that this policy shall be void if 
there be other insurance, whether valid or not, without special permission 
in writing is embodied in the policy. 
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All insurance companies write what is commonly termed the 80 per 
cent, and the 90 per cent, or blanket policy. To be brief, the 80 per cent, 
clause means, as I understand it, that the company will insure your stock 
or property to within 80 per cent, of its total valuation. But in accept- 
ing this policy, you or the agent writing the same, must make a division 
in the amount, stating how much shall apply to the stock and how much 
to the fixtures, as follows: This company insures John Doe for the 

amount of dollars, on his stock of drugs, medicines, etc., 

(note the division) and dollars on his store fixtures and fur- 
niture of every description, including shelving, electric fans, soda fountain 
and all appurtenances thereto, etc. And in consideration of the reduced 
rate at which this policy is issued, it is expressly stated and made a con- 
dition of this contract, that in event of loss, this company shall be liable 
for no greater proportion thereof than the amount bears to 80 per cent 
of the actual value of the property described herein at the time when 
such loss shall happen. (You become a consumer with the company for 
the balance.) Nor for more than the proportion which this policy bears 
to the total insurance thereon, provided however, that the aggregate claim 
for loss shall not exceed 5 per cent, of such actual value, no special ap- 
praisement of the undamaged property shall be required. 

I present herewith an example which was furnished me through the 
courtesy of one of our local insurance agents, and represents an actual 
settlement made on this style of policy: The total insurance carried on 
stock was $6,000; the valuation of property insured was ?io,ooo; a partial 
loss by fire resulted $1,000. Now if we take the amount of insurance 
carried, $6,000, and 80 per cent, of the valuation of stock carried, $10,000, 
would equal $8,000 or 6-8ths of the amount of stock carried. Therefore 
6-8ths of the loss $1,000, equals $750, the actual amount paid the insured. 

I have in mind another example of a settlement made under this 
same style of policy. A friend of mine, who conducts a retail drug busi- 
ness in one of the largest cities of Maine, had insurance on his stock 
and fixtures amounting to $5,000. He divided the amounts on his policy, 
carrying $4,000 on stock and $1,000 on fixtures. In the same building 
was another store which caught fire, and the fire ate it^ way through 
into the cellar of the drug store, undermining the floor, and as a direct 
result his soda fountain was precipitated into the cellar, a total loss. 
His stock was not damaged to any great extent, but the fountain was a 
new one, and it cost him $1,500. The insurance company promptly paid 
the $1,000 which his policy called for on fixtures, and aJso his loss on 
stock, and although he was amply insured on both stock and fixtures, 
had he carried the blanket or 90 per cent, policy this was all he could 
collect on the fountain, and had all of his fixtures been destroyed the 
result would have been just the same. 

The 90 per cent, clause, or blanket insurance policy, is practically 
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the same as the one I have just enumerated to you, only there is no di- 
vision in the amount of insurance carried. It covers the stock, fixtures, 
and in fact every article in the store, no matter where situated, and if a 
loss should occur, a settlement must be made for it. It only requires 
that you increase your insurance to the 90 per cent, of the total valuation 
at the time of the issuing of the policy. (Failure to carry 90 per cent, 
insurance makes you a co-insurer with the company for the balance.) 

I find from authoritative source that over 90 per cent, of the retail 
druggists of this city carry this 80 per cent, clause of insurance, and I 
have no doubt that this same percentage exists in every large city. I be- 
lieve it should be the duty of each member present today to give his at- 
tention and thought to this important matter, and if he is carrying the 
80 per cent, insurance policy I believe it would be a wise plan to change 
it to the 90 per cent, or blanket insurance policy, and I am quite sure he 
will have no cause to regret hi« action in case of fire and he should sus- 
tain a partial loss. And I would again urge those who do not make it 
a practice of taking an inventory occasionally, to do so for their own pro- 
tection. Every insurance policy calls for it, and in case of loss a satis- 
factory settlement can and would be speedily arrived at. 

I have given you a rather lengthy discourse on fire insurance, so I 
shall be brief in speaking about druggists liability insurance. In sub- 
stance, a policy of this kind insures the holder of the same against loss 
from liability imposed by law for damages on account of loss of life or 
injuries suffered by any person or persons as resulting from any alleged 
civil negligence in the practice of the assured's profession or in the dis- 
pensing of any drug medicine, chemical or pharmaceutical preparation, 
or other articles usually carried in stock by druggists, or against loss or 
negligence, including the cost of any appeal to the court of last resort. 
The premium for this kind of a policy in one company, is based on the 
number of clerks employed, and in another by the annual volume of 
business done. I believe the cost, is within the reach of the average drug- 
gist, and no doubt to those who can afford it it is a safe-guard, especially 
so to those who employ any great number of clerks. 

In closing I wish to call your attention to the fact that I do not con- 
sider myself an expert in any sense of the word in matters pertaining to 
insurance, but I honestly believe this important part of the business of 
most retail drug stores is sadly neglected, and I would once more call 
your attention to the importance of knowing just what you have paid for 
in the way of fire insurance, that you niay have no cause to complain 
s>ould it be your misfortune to have a fire loss. 

Mr. He^inriTz : May I be allowed to say a few words at this 
time ? To explain my position, I am a member of the Executive 
Board of the American Druggists Fire Insurance Co. I am not 
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talking business, but if you want any insurance see me after this 
convention. What the gentleman has said is only too true. I 
believe there is no class of businessmen in any way as careless as 
the retail druggist. That is one of the most important papers 
that will be read at this meeting. We have had to make settle- 
ments in nearly all states of the Union, and find druggists do not 
actually know what their positions are. He goes into insurance, 
anything to give him a low rate, and the test comes when he has 
fire. The precautions just stated in that paper are only too true. 
In the State of Tennessee we have a case pending, and will no 
doubt pay it, and that is where the State of Tennessee requires 
every year a retailer must take an inventory, to date it, and put 
in safe, and mark it "Inventory in case of fire.'' The facts stated 
there are true, and it is a very important paper, and I think thia 
Association should be congratulated on having so practical a 
paper as that read at this time — a subject that is sadly neglected 
in most cases. 

The President: There is no doubt but that the question of 
insurance is very important, and all here today surely have ap- 
preciated that paper very much. I know Mr. Heinritz is in a 
position to talk insurance because he has given it considerable 
time. And the absent ones should take pleasure and advantage 
in pursuing that paper in our Proceedings. 

The President: While the chairman of the Pharmacy and 
Queries section is not here, he will be here later. Dr. Bolles is 
a graduate of pharmacy, and has shown a great deal of interest 
in this Association. At the conference held in Bridgeport some 
months ago Mr. C. G. Spalding, of New Haven, told us what the 
Association of New Haven had done towards popularizing the 
preparations. They made up 25 or 30 preparations and exhibited 
them before the New Haven County Medical Association. At 
that meeting plans were discussed and provisions made to exhibit 
a number of the preparations, they had inquiries from 30 to 40 
to make an exhibit before the Connecticut Pharmaceutical Asso- 
ciation. And at this time I want to thank them, and the Asso- 
ciation owes thanks to all the retailers throughout the state who 
assisted in getting that exhibit ready. The only reason every 
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sore in the state was not called upon to make up at least one 
preparation was the fact it would take so long to accomplish it 
that we kind of centralized it. Bridgeport, Waterbury and New 
Haven made up a certain number, and those preparations were 
shown to the Connecticut Medical Association at their annual 
meeting in New Haven, and much good was accomplished. That 
line of preparations is on exhibition down stairs here. I do not 
know but the members of that committee now would like to say 
something. Mr. Spalding has been very actively engaged along 
those lines, and he has received and rebottled them, and put them 
up in nice shape. That committee has worked very faithfully. 
Perhaps Mr. C. G. Spalding could tell us something more along 
those lines. We would be glad to hear from him at this time. 

Mr. Spalding : I did not come around here intending to make 
any speech this afternoon. I worked along with Mr. Hartigan, 
Mr. Meyer and others to show the doctors we could make things 
as well as the proprietary manufacturing houses. I want to tell 
you one thing, and that is I had samples sent to me from all over 
the state by different druggists, and in many cases had duplicates 
sent of those samples, and the result was we had samples sent to 
us that were absolutely different — that is, made up from the U. S. 
Pharmacopeia or National Formulary which were absolutely dif- 
ferent. How can we get doctors to send to us when we make up 
different things that way? I think perhaps we better have a 
color chart on pink, red, green and blue, and when the doctor 
writes for that National Formulary or U. S. preparation, have 
him sure he will get the same thing, whether sent from my store 
or your store. The preparations at the stores are excellent 
preparations, but you have got to have them all the same if the 
doctors get them. We are up against a National Formulary 
where the formulas are very deficient, and we have got to get 
the doctors to recognize we are handicapped. If we can get to- 
gether and get some standard formulary, which we can send out 
to every member of the Connecticut Pharmaceutical Association 
we can get a line of products as good as any man manufactures, 
and put them upon the market, and fill our prescription at reason- 
able cost, and get lOO per cent, profit. There is not a man in

this crowd who cannot make as good a preparation as any man- 
ufacturer in the United States. Why should not the Association 
get together and get up some working formulas where -the color 
and different chemicals used in the preparation should be uni- 
form ? That is a question for you to take up. I think if this 
Association should get together and try to get some common 
working formula, and try to educate themselves to a better point 
pharmaceutically, they would be better off. 

The: President: It was my pleasure to run over to New 
Haven the day we exhibited these preparations before the physic- 
ians, and Mr. Spalding's words are exactly to the point. I could 
not help but size-up the attitude of the men as they came in. 
Some of the men looked at them and what the Chemical Com- 
panies supplied and walked out ; others said, "If we can get the 
same in different stores, why not;" and various other attitudes 
of that sort. There is the point. There has been so much dif- 
ference in the appearanc® of the same preparation. But, as Mr. 
Spalding, said, it is not always the fault of the druggist. In a 
couple of years from now our Pharmacopeia is about to be re- 
vised, and the National Formulary will be revised also. That 
can be taken up the coming year and brought in next year. There 
is abundant opportunity for suggestions under that head. Those 
preparations being down stairs, I presume the proper thing would 
be, a little later on, to adjourn down there and single them out 
and talk about them. I would call upon Mr. Meyer at this time. 
He is a member of that committee, and manufactured quite a few 
of the samples down there. 

Mr. Me:ykr: Mr. Spalding has covered the matter so 
thoroughly I hardly think there is much for me to say. As long 
as those books are standard books we have to make them accord- 
ing to the formulas. Whatever we may be able to make in the 
future I cannot say now. 

The: President: The idea will be that this committee will 
arrange for a later session down stairs with these exhibits. That 
will be the proper thing to do, I presume. There is really lots 
of opportunity for discussion and we might close this now and 
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refer to it later on. If there is no objection, we will go on to the 
next section. 

The President : I wish at this time to appoint the following 
committee to bring in a list of names to be presented to the 
Governor for Pharmacy Commissioner :

The President: We will next hear the report of the com- 
mittee on the President's address. 

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON PRESIDENT'S ADDRESS. 

We recommend the adoption of the first three propositions. 

As to the fourth and fifth propositions we recommend that the As- 
sociation instruct the Executive Committee as to the place of meeting, 
alternating between Bridgeport, New Haven, New London and Stamford, 
and that the expense of meetings be borne by the Association. 

Fourth. That a per diem of $5.00 per day be allowed the chairman 
of the Legislative Committee or his appointed reprelentative for all days 
spent at sessions of the Legislature and that when in the opinion of the 
Chairman of the Legislative Committee a full representation of the Com- 
mittee is necessary, traveling and incidental expenses be charged to the 
Association by the individual members. 

We also recommend the adoption of the suggestion of the Secretary 
relative to Jury Duty by Pharmacists.

Mr. FlEischner: I move that the report be taken up seria- 
tim. (Voted.) 

The President: The first recommendation of the President 
was (read). The committee report favorably on that. The sec- 
ond is (read). 

(After some discussion, it was suggested as the recommenda- 
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tions involved changes in the constitution, action must be de- 
ferred to next meeting of the Association.) 

The President: Number 3. (Read.) The committee rec- 
ommend that it be referred to the Executive Committee. (Voted.) 

The President: The 4th. (Read.) 

Motion for its adoption. 

Mr. Levy : I wish to know why the committee left out Hart- 
ford? 

Mr. FlEischner: The idea the committee had was to g-et 
closer to the shore. We appreciate the trouble the city and the 
druggists of the city of Waterbury have gone to in asking us here 
to day for our entertainment ; and we also appreciate the fact that 
the city of Hartford has been kind in the past, as the city of 
Waterbury is to day ; but you know there is no place like where 
the sea breezes blow in summer ; and we took that into consider- 
ation. Inasmuch as this Association is so situated financially to- 
day that we need not go begging, and because we saw fit to 
recommend that the Association look out for the comfort of its 
members, and there is no place like home, and we consider the 
shore resorts of the state the most comfortable places in the state 
to hold our meetings. Hartford, Meriden, Waterbury or any in- 
land city need not feel slighted in this recommendation. We did 
not have in mind the slighting of those cities. It was for 
the comfort of a majority of the members that we saw fit to 
recommend seashore cities. Within the next two years, in 
rotation, New Haven would get the meeting, anyway. If you 
see fit to change it at that time, if you are not satisfied with the 
treatment in New Haven a year from now, vote to change it. But 
we do ask you to sanction the recommendation^ of the committee 
on the President's address in at least giving it a trial for one term. 
I am satisfied, coming from New Haven, we will treat you all 
right; and I cannot help feeling if you go to Bridgeport, from 
the record of the members of the Bridgeport contingent in the 
past you have nothing to fear in the future. Do not, for heaven's 
sake, ask us to come up in such a hot box in June. Fortunately, 
we have Barnum to thank that we are not here on the 17th. Were 
it not for the fact they have a circus here on the 17th you would 
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be sweltering here at that time. Sanction the recommendation 
today, and make a trial of it, and if not satisfied change it at the 
next meeting. It is only for the comfort of the Association we 
make this recommendation. 

Mr. Gladding: I believe the point of the committee is well 
taken, and I move the adoption of the recommendation. 

Mr. Williams: Before that motion is put, it does not seem 
to me necessary for such a motion as that — that is, to make it 
mandatory that the Association meeting must be held at the shore. 
Why not let the Executive Committee have power to call a meet- 
ing at that place now ? They have power now, to call a meeting 
anywhere. 

Mr. FlEischn^r : A vote would be an instruction for the fu- 
ture Executive Committee for the next four years. 

Mr. Williams : There may come a time when you will want 
a meeting in some other section, and it does not seem necessary 
to put any such motion on the records so we cannot have it. I 
am in favor of the shore resort as much as any one, but I think 
it is an unnecessary resolution so long as the Executive Committee 
have it in their power to call a meeting where they wish it. 

Mr. Wkinstcin : I think the point of Mr. Fleischner's is cor- 
rect, because if the Executive Committee is instructed to that ef- 
fect they cannot do any slight to another city which may want 
the convention. If they are not instructed, they might give of- 
fense to any particular city, which they would not like to. 

The President : It depends a good deal upon how it is word- 
ed. 

Mr. Walker: I quite agree with that recommendation in 
some respects, in others I do not. It seems to me when you 
adopt New London, it is way down in the eastern part of the 
state, and Stamford is in the western part of the state. Now, the 
majority of the people of this state are in the central and northern 
portion. It seems to me each time I have attended a meeting at 
New London the membership has seemed to dwindle down and 
has not had representation there. If you confine the meetings to 
Hartford, New Haven, Bridgeport and Stamford I think it is 
well and good. At the same time, I believe Capt. Williams' idea

is the best. I do not think it is quite necessary that this Associa- 
tion should be compelled to hold its meetings in any particular 
city. I think we have done pretty well in the past, and think you 
can trust the Executive Committee to look out for the future. 
I am sure they will be only too glad to, and will follow out >our 
instructions in the matter. If this meeting is in New Haven next 
year, that will settle it ; but why tie down for four years to come ? 
Mr. F1.EISCHNKR : Mr. Walker must feel sensitive because we 
have cut out Waterbury in the future. We appreciate the court- 
esy up to the present time, and when we leave tomorrow there 
is not a member in the room but will give a hearty vote to Water- 
bury for the courtesy and kind treatment received. But that 
don't always hold good; and the way the meetings have been 
called and arranged for in the past must not continue in the fu- 
ture — and that is the way the finances are arranged to hold these 
meetings. That is one of the recommendations of the President, 
that the Association finance its own meetings in the future. You 
will find, so far as the remarks of Mr. Walker go, so far as New 
London holds good on the east, the same remark would hold 
good in Stamford on the west. That don't count. It is on the 
shore. When you offer a druggist an outing on the shore he is 
more interested in going there than to an inland city. I want to 
venture the assertion were it not for the prominence given by the 
meeting in Bridgeport in regard to the work coming up here to- 
day — ^the excise and legislative matters — I venture to say that 
outside of ten miles from Waterbury there would not be a cor- 
poral's guard here. New Haven is represented today by a large 
number than ever before outside of New Haven. The same holds 
good for Hartford. The numerical attendance counts for noth- 
ing unless you are important enough to bring the members there. 
Today you have a topic to draw them here. The matter of com- 
fort, surroundings, and willingness of the cities designated to en- 
tertain you through the summer months must be taken into con- 
sideration ; and I am satisfied New London, New Haven, Bridge- 
port and Stamford will fill the bill. 

The President: That can best be covered by changing the 
wording a little bit. If it is changed to read, "if it be the sense 
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of. the Executive Committee, whenever possible to call the meet- 
ing to be held at the shore. (Voted.) 

Tpie Preside:nt : In my report I treat the legislative matter as 
more of suggestion in regard to compensatron, etc. ; and the com- 
mittee bring in a recommendation that a per diem of $5 a day be 
allowed the chairman of the Legislative Committee, or his ap- 
pointed representative, for all days spent at the legislature, etc. 

Mr. Williams: The matter germane to that will come up 
in the form of a proposition submitted by the Committee on Legis- 
lation, and I move you that this matter be temporarily tabled and 
taken up at that time. (Voted.) 

The President : The next is report from the same committee 
on the Executive Committee's report relative to dues (read), and 
in regard to the Sepretary's report, also. 

We recommend the adoption of the suggestion in your Executive 
Committee's report relative to collection of dues, and suggest that the 
incoming presidents appoint such collectors. 

On motion, voted that the report be received and the sugges- 
tions voted on separately. 

The President: The first suggestion is, (read). (Adopted.) 
Recommend that the Legislative Committee of the Association take 
up the matter of exemption of Pharmacists from jury duty as suggested 
in the Secretary's report. 

The President: The second is, (read). (Adopted.) 

The President : I might call for the report of the Pharmacy 
Commissioners at this time, John A. Leverty, Secretary. 

REPORT OF PHARMACY COMMISSIONERS 

To Connecticut Pharmaceutical Association, 
Meeting, June, 1908. 

The Board of Pharmacy Commissioners respectfully submit the fol- 
lowing report : 

During the past year five regular and three special meetings have 
been held. One hundred candidates have been examined and of this 
number thirty-seven were successful. The average per cent, of the suc- 
cessful ones being 77.25-100. The highest per cent obtained was 90.5. 

Licenses in force to May 31, 1898 — 1,021. 

Amount paid State from Jan. i, 1907, to June i, 1908, for renewals 
and examinations, $2,350.00. 
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Expense of the Board for the same period, $458.23. 

Salaries paid by State for same period, $1,100.00. 

Comparatively few complaints have been made regarding stores run- 
ning without licensed men. These have been investigated and adjusted. 

Five cases of conviction for illegal sales of liquor have been investi- 
gated and one druggist's license revoked. 

In February, 1908, the entire Board held a conference with represen- 
tatives from the other New England States and entered into the reciprocal 
exchange agreement. This agreement limits the exchange of certificates 
to licentiates taking up a permanent residence in a State other than the 
one in which his original certificate is issued; ordinarily an applicant 
desiring an interchange must be a resident of a State at least six months. 
If, however, conditions warrant and satisfactory evidence is submitted to 
the Board of Pharmacy, the certificate is issued at once, no interchange 
will be made simply for the purpose of adding another certificate to the 
Pharmacists Art Gallery. An applicant who has failed to pass the ex- 
amination in one State and been successful in another, cannot obtain a 
certificate from the Board before whom he has appeared and failed, unless 
by successfully passing the examination. 

The fees for reciprocal exchange is $6.00, $5.00 to the Board issuing 
the certificate and $1.00 to the Board certifying to the applicant's fit- 
ness. 

The position of the Pharmacy Board relative to Legislative matters 
and the suggestions offered by them, are in the hands of the Chairman of 
the Legislative Committee and need not be elaborated on at this time.

COMMISSIONERS OF PHARMACY. 

Mr. FlEischner : You asked me a moment ago if I had any- 
thing to say in reference to my appointment, and I said no. I 
have now. After listening to the report of the Secretary, it gives 
you an idea of how carefully, and I may say with a great deal of 
pride, how conscientiously, examinations were made in the city 
of Hartford by the Board of Pharmacy Commission. Conditions 
have improved somewhat in the last two years in that while per- 
haps a smaller number have passed, the standing of those who did 
pass the Board has been higher than in some years back. But 
it is a lamentable fact that a great many of the young men who 
come before us show so little knowledge in practical pharmacy. 
When the question is asked "Why don't you know more about 
the practical work ?" we hear the story that "The boss won't allow 
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lis behind the prescription counter.'* There may be no one in the 
room now who is treating the. junior clerks in that way, but we 
know of cases in the larger cities where the proprietor shows no 
inclination to help the young men along. It is a deplorable con- 
dition ! It is not fair tg the boy. If you do not want him to be- 
come competent, fire him out. It is not fair to the boy to take up 
his time for three years, and then ask him to go before the 
Pharmacy Board, and have him thrown down. It is discourag- 
ing. A great many of the young men, should be encouraged, in- 
stead of discouraged. I hope none of you here treat your boys 
that way ; but will your neighbors be fair to the boys ? From one 
of the largest stores in the city of Hartford a boy came before 
us for the first time ; I had the pleasure of examining him orally, 
and I asked him what experience he had had, and he said, "My 
boss never allowed me behind the prescription counter." To our 
great surprise, the young man passed a very creditable examina- 
tion, and I was proud of the boy. We are all proud of those 
young fellows who are discredited, and put their bosses to shame 
by passing the examination. So, if any of you have thrown cold 
water on the eflForts of the boys to improve themselves, don't do 
it any more. If they are good, clean fellows they are going to 
make good, clean druggists ; if not, they will find their level, and 
be wiped out. 

The President: The next order of business will be the re- 
port of the delegate to the N. A. R. D., Mr. Gladding. 

Mr. G1.ADDING : Mr. President and Members of the Connecti- 
cut Pharmaceutical Association: Necessarily there is quite an 
interval of time between the meeting of the National Association 
and our State meeting; and inasmuch as the Proceedings of the 
National Association are fully reported, and have been published, 
enabling you to learn therefrom the details of that meeting, I be- 
lieve at this time I can spend a few moments allotted me to better 
advantage than by recounting any of the details of the last con- 
vention, which met in Chicago last September. First of all, I 
-desire to thank the members of the C. P. A. for the honor con- 
ferred upon me in appointing me delegate to that convention. I 
assure you I appreciate it, and thank you for the same. In re- 
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turn, would say I endeavored to the best of my ability to represent 
this Association at that meeting creditably. I always entertain, 
or try to, conscientious scruples when I attend a meeting of that 
kind, believeing there is a responsibility upon me that I should 
make most of the opportunity which is offered. Therefore, at 
this convention I was present in ample time to be present at the 
first meeting; and from that time en until the gavel struck and 
the convention was declared closed I was almost in constant at- 
tendance. Being placed on some of the committees, I found very 
litle time for other than direct business, because sometimes it was 
well into night before the duties were discharged. Now, the 
question is often asked me, "What are the benefits to be derived 
from membership in the National Association ?" I have in mind 
just twd points which I wish to emphasize at this time. The in- 
formation which I have gained, or ought to have gained, from 
being in actual attendance upon two of the last National gather- 
ings — and therefore I believe I can speak positively from ex- 
perience in a way that will be of help to you, is 

First: I would emphasize the matter of organization. I be- 
lieve that the attendance here today is in no small degree to be ac- 
credited to the influence of the National Association of "Retail 
Druggists. They have been for years, as you all know, preach- 
ing the doctrine of organization and co-operation. Some sections 
of the country seem to respond more readily than others. The 
middle western and southern states, to my mind, have responded 
more readily than the section of the country in which we dwell. 
But this audience here today reveals to us the fact that we are 
waking up to the truth of the doctrine which they have placed be- 
fore us so faithfully in years gone by. We are beginning to re- 
alize right here at home the benefits of organization. I want to 
emphasize most heartily what our President recommended in his 
address, that we ally ourselves as active members of the National 
Association. If it is a good thing for local druggists to be or- 
ganized, and from that a step further, for state association, then 
certainly it is logical that we should pass on from local and state 
to national. As long as matters of such importance are coming 
up, as they have been coming thick and fast for the last few 
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years, we should be in touch with all that goes to help bring about 
better conditions in our business and in our profession. 

From organization we naturally step to the most important fea- 
ture, which is that of legislation. As you all know, I trust, we 
have in the employ of the National Association a most able lawyer. 
Judge Errant. I would it might have been the privilege of 
every one here today to have heard the speech which he offered 
the convention at Chicago. A most able lawyer, and a man who 
has become so interested in the welfare of druggists that he has 
become an enthusiast I believe in looking out for the welfare of 
the retail druggists. Situated as he is, where he is in touch with 
all points of the compass, I think no one knows better than he the 
trials and tribulations which the retail druggist has been forced 
to endure during the past years ; and knowing that, it has taken 
strong hold upon him, and, as he confessed, he really felt it had 
interfered with his legitimate business, inasmuch as he had de- 
voted so much time to the interests of the druggists that it had 
become known to the outside community that possibly his atten- 
tion was so concentrated there that he could not give attention 
to other matters of law that might be desirable to his clients. In 
no sense did he complain, but on the contrary confessed he had 
their interest so much at heart that he desired to continue with 
them. 

In the matter of legislation, while it is desirable to have good 
laws passed, ever bear in mind this one fact, that possibly it is 
easier to pass good laws than it is to prevent the passage of un- 
desirable laws. And that is where we have in Judge Errant, 
a strong ally. He has made it his business for years to watch 
legislation. He is able to go to Washington and there obtain, 
through other counsel the benefits of other able men — all of which 
redounds to whom? To any one section of the state? Not at 
all. We men of Connecticut are sharing in the benefits which 
are to be derived from such able work. Now, it is only logical 
that if we are to share in such benefits, as I am sure we are shar- 
ing, and I trust will be sharing, that we should bear at least our 
portion of the expense which necessarily accompanies such work. 
Therefore, as I said before, it is only logical we should be a live 
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and active part of the National Association, seeing to it our dues 
are paid promptly and cheerfully into the Association. As has 
been noticed here today, you are to be invited to inspect the ex- 
hibition of U. S. P. and National Formulary of products. As 
you know, that has been a very strong point in the National As- 
sociation. They have endeavored, as far as possible, to show to 
the druggists at large the great advantage which they would 
reap from paying better attention to die exploiting of these prepar- 
ations and bringing them to the attention of physicians. This 
has resulted in great good in many sections of the country. We 
are taking, as it were, our initial step along this line. I am sure 
we will in the days to come see the wisdom of following such 
course. As has been suggested by Mr. Spalding today, it would 
be wise that some rule be adopted whereby those preparations 
shall be universally uniform. By so doing we will be better able 
to controvert the arguments that have been brought to our at- 
tention by the physicians, that only the things they are assured by 
specifying certain makes, that they will get a uniform product 
will they accept. That is their only reason for discriminating 
against the local druggist. 

I might say, in closing, not to call attention to myself, but 
rather as considering it an honor to Connecticut, that a position 
on one of the Niational Committees was tendered me, which I ac- 
cepted, believing it would carry honor to the Connecticut Phar- 
maceutical Association. In closing, I would say, in my opinion 
we should by no means consider for a moment any other course 
than that of amalgation with the members of the National Asso- 
ciation; and I hope in the years to come whether the National 
Association is gathered in convention, and when matters of im- 
portance are brought up for discussion and action, as they in- 
variably are in that gathering, where men from all over the coun- 
try are assembled, high in our profession and in the business 
standing of the world — I hope when such matters are brought 
up for action, and when the Secretary calls the roll of States for 
votes on those important matters, that when the name of Con- 
necticut is called, there will be sure and strong response from 
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some delegates there representing us, to vote Yes or No upon the 
question before the house. (Applause.) 

Thk President: After listening to that very thorough and 
capable report of our representative, I think you will all agree 
with me that Connecticut's interests were in good hands at Chi- 
cago. 

N Mr. Fle^ischner : I have attended a great many conventions 
of the N. A. R. D., and I have made a number of reports, but it 
has never been my pleasure to listen to a report from a delegate 
to any convention that compares with the report of Mr. Gladding 
in connection with his visit to Chicago last year. And as an old 
war-horse, and as a delegate, it gives me particular pleasure to 
move you that the report be accepted, and that a vote of thanks 
be tendered Mr. Gladding; and that Connecticut re-affirm its 
loyalty to the N. A. R. D. by re-affiliating with it in the, year 
1908. (Voted.) 

The President: Each year we consider the question of the 
number of delegates to be sent. I will entertain a motion as to 
the number of delegates you wish to send to the coming conven- 
tion of the N. A. R. D. I wish also to state that Mr. Gladding 
must have had strenuous times in Chicago ; he must have worked 
very hard, because it is a pretty hard proposition for one man to 
represent a state of the size of Connecticut. For my part, I 
would like to see Connecticut show up a little stronger at the 
coming convention. 

Mr. LevERTy: Owing to the fact that the next meeting of 
the National Association of Retail Druggists is going to be held 
in Atlantic City, I would suggest that the number of delegates 
from this Association be four, to be appointed at this time. 
(Voted.) 

Mr. Ernst: Mr. Chairman and gentlemen of the Connecticut 
Pharmaceutical Association : I take exceeding . great pleasure 
in the accompanying compliment of this unanimous vote of 1908 
for affiliation with the N. A. R. D. I shall take pleasure in re- 
porting it to head-quarters. I do not think you made any mistake. 
I want to say a word in regard to your delegate, Mr. Gladding. 
As a general thing, with a convention held in a cosmopolitan 
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city, there are so many inducements to sight-seeing that very im- 
portant sessions suffer for lack of the attendance of the delegates. 
Although the Chicago convention did not show that failing to such 
a marked degree, I want to say that you have not done half the 
justice you ought to in this vote you accorded Mr. Gladding, be- 
cause he was there all the time. I think he slept in some of the 
pews over night. 

Mr. Cyrus : Is it understood the expense shall be paid by the 
Association? 

Thk President : Mr. Cyrus asks if the understanding is that 
the Association pay the expenses of these delegates. It has been 
the custom in the past to pay the railroad expenses only — rail- 
road fare to and from ; hotel and other personal expenses to be 
borne by the delegates. Is that the understanding of this Asso- 
ciation, that they wish to have that same understanding exist? 

On motion, it was so voted. 

The President : Now, the section on legislation is a very im- 
portant matter. We will open up the section on legislation.. You 
all remember last year, at the annual meeting, our leg^islature was 
still in session ; but the report of the committee has been enbodied 
in our annual Proceedings, and it now dwindles down to the re- 
port of the chairman of that committee, Capt. Williams. 

Mr. W11.1.IAMS : As the chairman stated, the matters of a year 
ago that were pending in the legislature at the time of the state 
meeting of the Association, have all passed into history and are 
in your hands in the Proceedings of the last year. 

REPORT OF THE LEGISLATIVE COMMITTEE. 

To the President and Members of the Connecticut Pharmaceutical As- 
sociation — 

Grateful indeed is your committee that the sessions of the General 
Assembly are biennial and that therefore they have "rested fronr their 
labors" for the year past. 

Judging from our past experience and that of other States the next 
General Assembly of our own State will witness the introduction of many 
measures more or less inimicable to our craft and will call for renewed 
vigilance and earnest protest against further burdens being put upon us 
who already' have to endure so much "Supervision" that the business is 
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fast becoming too distasteful for qualified honorable men to continue in 
it. 

The stand taken by your Legislative Committee in the past has been 
in the main to combat prejudicial legislation introduced by reformers 
and with a fair measure of success considering the enormous number of 
such Acts introduced, session after session, of the General Assembly. 

We have believed it wise not to attempt any material changes in either 
the Pharmacy Act or the "Excise" Law fearing that when once the door 
is open what we would get would be far different from what we sought. 

In a recent general conference of the officials of this Association it 
was thought best to bring before the entire body sundry changes that 
different ones have suggested in the Pharmacy and Excise Acts and thus 
provoke discussion and interchange of views as to the adoption of some 
or all of these measures and to consider the advisability of assuming a 
more aggressive attitude in legislative matters. 

To the end that a more systematic and intelligent discussion may 
prevail, the suggestions are scheduled herewith in serial numbered "pro- 
positions" so that your views upon each may be obtained clearly and in- 
telligently and additions can be made to the propositions here made, should 
any member suggest them. 

PROPOSED CHANGES IN TH^ PHARMACY ACT. 

1st Proposition. — That the Board of Pharmacy Commissioners elect 
a secretary and treasurer who shall not be a member of the Board nor 
have a vote but shall be a licensed pharmacist. Salary the same as 
members of the Board and conditions the same, viz: that the Board's re- 
ceipts shall cover the additional expense or salaries of all, shall be 
scaled pro rata to meet the deficit. 

2d Proposition. — Whenever a member of the Pharmacy Commission 
ceases to be actually engaged in the practice of pharmacy, or whenever 
he engages in the practice of tutoring prospective applicants for the board 
examination, he shall cease to be a member of the board and the Gover- 
nor shall appoint another in his stead as provided in the law governing 
vacancies. 

3d Proposition. — That every Pharmacy shall be licensed as such place 
of business, fee of $1.00 and the present "registration of poisons" law be 
so clarified as to state what its present intent is, viz : that all registered 
poisons shall have only the name of the proprietor of the Pharmacy upon 
the package, the same as all other medicines emanating from his place of 
business. 

4th Proposition. — Pharmacy Commissioners' power to revoke phar- 
macy license on conviction of sales of liquor illegally. 

5th Proposition. — Forbid sales of "Registered" poisons to minors. 

6th Proposition. — Pov/er for the board to inspect pharmacies in person 
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or by agent, expenses to be met from funds of the board and without 
expense to the State. 

7th Proposition. — That the provision now in the law, returning the 
first fee of $5.00 for examination, if applicant fails to pass, be repealed. 

8th Proposition — That there be two or more grades of Pharmacy 
licenses. 

9th Proposition — ^That Carbolic Acid be put under the "Registration 
of Poisons" list. 

loth Proposition. — That the Board of Pharmacy and the incoming 
Legislative Committee of this Association, make a complete revision of 
the Pharmacy Law and submit their findings and charges to a special meet- 
ing of this Association, in January 1909, for approval or rejection ; also 

That in the revision there shall be a secretary not a member of the 
Board, and he shall be an "inspector" of drug stores also. 

nth Proposition. — Amend Sec. 4728 by striking out the five lines 
after the first two, beginning with the words "and whenever a personal 
examination," and ending with "said fee shall not in that case be re- 
funded;" so that all applicants for license by examination shall pay $3.00 
whether they pass or not every time they try. All renewal licenses to 
pay $2.00 as now paid. 

1 2th Proposition. — Add to Sec. 4726 by erasing all after the word 
"pharmacy" in 9th line, and insert instead the words : "or who have had 
four years of practical experience in compounding drugs in drug stores 
where the prescriptions of medical practicioners are compounded." 

MATTERS CONCERNING "EXCISE LEGISI^ATION" 

13th Proposition. — Complete elimination of the liquor sales or licenses 
of any form from pharmacies. 

14th Proposition. — Elimination of the general "$50.00" liquor license 
from all retail pharmacies and have only the "prescription" license in 
towns voting license, the same as now prevails in no-license towns. 

15th Proposition. — Certification of the Board of Pharmacy to the 
County Commissioners that the pharmacist is a fit person to license for 
the sale of liquors under the present scale of prices before he can obtain 
any form of a liquor license, and leave the law as it now is in all other 
respects. 

i6th Proposition. — Enlargement of the Legislative Committee of this 
Association to eight members, and annually appoint an Auxiliary Com- 
mittee of two members from each county to aid this Committee whenever 
called upon. Also the employment by the Legislative Committee of an 
attorney to assume charge of all legislative work of the Association.

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The President: The first proposition is, (read.) 

Mr. FlEischner : I am sorry that the Legislative Committee 
had no opportunity of conferring before Capt. Williams presented 
this report. There are a number of points here to which I, as 
one of the Legislative Committee, do not agree, and will not by 
voice or vote sanction. It may seem strange that we do not agree, 
but I generally have the habit of saying what I think, and about 
this time I don't think some of these propositions should prevail. 

Mr. Wiluams: Will you allow me to interrupt you a mo- 
ment? I want to say in regard to this, that these propositions 
have been prepared by me by correspondence with all the mem- 
bers, including Mr. Fleischner, of the Committee on Legislation : 
they are not mine; and I have presented these just as they came 
to me, from the letters. 

Mr. FivEiscHNER : I do not agree with the whole or any part 
of the committee, including myself. 

Mr. W11.1.IAMS : This being a Committee of the Whole, so to 
speak, it is a matter for every man to speak and introduce amend- 
ments on every point; and while Mr. Fleischner may have ex- 
perienced a change of heart from the propositions in here that 
were thought wise, he may have a different view. I want to say 
that I hope you all will be perfectly free to express your opinion 
on these propositions. 

Mr. Fi^eischnEr: In regard to proposition number one, I 
will give my reasons why I am opposed to a secretary outside of 
the Board. I do not think it necessary. The secretary and treas- 
urer of the Pharmacy Board is a member appointed by the Gov- 
ernor, and is bonded to the state for a sum adequate and large 
enough to insure the state against any loss; and that, in my 
humble opinion, is sufficient in the matter of officials in the con- 
duct of the Board of Pharmacy. And whoever may be Com- 
missioner of Pharmacy in the future, or whoever may be sec- 
retary and treasurer, will be bonded to that amount necessary to 
secure the state against any loss. So far as the duties or the 
work of the secretary and treasurer are concerned they are so 
small — and the present secretary will bear me out— excepting 
during the time when necessary to get out licenses, once a year, 
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and for which he has a special allowance now ; that it would be 
a mistake to load any extra official on this Board of Pharmacy 
with work not necessary to be done. As far as the expense is con- 
cerned, you will not find any one who will be called in often 
enough — and it will be up to the Board to call in a secretary and 
treasurer whenever they see fit — ^you will not find a man iii the 
state conducting a drug store today who will for the compensation 
we will vote him give up his time to come to Hartford once a year. 
I hope the proposition will be voted down. 

Mr. Stoughton: I move that proposition number one be 
not adopted. 

Mr. Wiluams : It has been stated in advocacy of this propo- 
sition that at present that work is done by members outside of 
the Pharmacy Board, either members of the family or relatives 
of the Board of Pharmacy. It has seemed, and seems to me wise, 
if there are any perquisites attending the Board of Pharmacy, 
that certainly the Pharmaceutical body of this Association should 
receive it. I can see where the work of the secretary and treas- 
urer of that body should be entirely independent of the members 
of the Board of Pharmacy. So far as the pay is concerned, the 
same salary will pertain to the secretary and treasurer of that 
Board as pertains to the Board. Certainly one man could be 
obtained to do that work for $300 a year; and, having been a 
member of the Board of Pharmacy, I think it would relieve that 
Board of a vast amount of correspondence, and systematize and 
keep a set of books which are necessary, and keep the records in 
perfect order, and be a continuous officer, and a valuable mem- 
ber of the Board, — that man not to have a vote on the passing of 
any candidate. I believe it is a good proposition, especially in 
view of the fact that the Board asks that the treasurer of the 
Board shall be individually bonded, — not that the whole Board 
shall be bonded, but the treasurer shall be individually bonded. 
If the treasurer is regularly bonded, he can be bonded and re- 
main there. I can see where such an officer, in addition to the 
members of the Board of Pharmacy, is a valuable one. Further- 
more, I can see where, turning into the state of Connecticut $800 
to $1,000 a year, a portion of that money could come back to 
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some deserving member of the C. P. A. ; and I hope that section 
will prevail. 

Mr. FlEischner : I think it is awfully unkind on the part of 
the Captain or any one to crticise the secretary of the Board in 
employing outside help in the matter of getting the licenses once 
a year. That is not the hardest work connected with secretary- 
ship of the Board of Pharmacy, making out and mailing list, 
filling in blanks, and sending out once a year. The state of Con- 
necticut surely has money enough to pay a servant to do that 
work, whatever it may be. It is a waste of money even if the 
state has it, or if the revenue derived from licenses is large enough 
to pay that $300. The work entailed on the person who does 
it is accomplished in two weeks. The rest of the work is mailing 
notices as the candidates pass. That work would not entitle 
a man to $300; it is not worth it. If there was hard work con- 
nected with it the Board would ask for it. It has not been con- 
sidered a hard duty to mail these licenses ; and that is all that is 
connected with the secretaryship. The correspondence is insig- 
nificant. 

Mr. Stoughton: Will you state how large a fund has been 
paid out for this service? 

Mr. Le:vkrty : The state allows $160. 

Mr. Fi.e:ischnkr: That is all it is worth. We do not want 
to be encumbered with any outside assistance of no value, and, 
that we do not need. 

Mr. Le:rou : I fail to see why we should saddle on the Board 
of Pharmacy anything they do not want. We are told here f>v 
Mr. Fleischner there is no occasion for any outside help. The 
Board of Pharmacy thoroughly understood this matter when 
they took that position, that the work was there to do. I see no 
reason why, when we pay them the money, they should not do 
the work. 

It was then voted to reject proposition No. i. 

The President: Now, No. 2. (Same read.) 

A Member: I move the adoption of No. 2. 

Mr. Fi^eischnEr: I would like to amend that, with the kind 
permission of Capt. Williams, by inserting here, "and the Gov- 
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ernor shall appoint in his stead from the list as furnished by the 
Connecticut Pharmaceutical Association." 

Mr. W11.1.IAMS : I will accept the amendment. 

Mr. Stoughton : I make the suggestion that we are not mak- 
ing law, but recommendations. I move that No. 2 be ad6pted, 
with the amendment suggested by Mr. Fleischner. (Voted.) 

The; President : No. 3. (Read.) 

Mr. FIvEischner: Befort the motion is put, will the Captain 
kindly clear that up in regard to what he means by "fee of one 
dollar," license fee? 

Mr. Williams : These propositions are not drawn in legal 
phraseology: they merely state the substance of it. Whoever 
is in the Legislative Committee will prepare all of these in true 
legal phraseology. This proposition in regard to the license fee 
is this: that every druggist shall be licensed, as it is in New 
York, as well as the pharmacists ; end the fee for licensing that 
store shall be one dollar to the Board of Pharmacy, in addition to 
all the state licenses. The point is, that the drugstore shall be 
licensed wherever the sale of medicines and poisons prevails ; 
and that this ought to be separated. 

A Members What is the reason for it? 

Mr. Williams: It is a valuable thing to know the number 
of stores, and have that particular store license, to keep track of 
the store, as well as the individual. That is a permanent place 
of business as a pharmacy; and it also, you can see, prevents 
other stores that are not places of pharmacy from dealing in 
medicines. The department stores could not get a license as a 
drugstore. 

A Member: Will this law prevent the department stores sel- 
ling medicines? 

Mr. Williams : I believe it would. 

Mr. Fleischner : I am satisfied with the explanation of Capt. 
Williams. 

Mr. Williams: Just a word with regard to the classifica- 
tion of the present registration of poisons embraced in that sec- 
tion. I don't know whether any of the rest of you have had, but 
there have been about a dozen prosecutions in New Haven be- 
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cause a clerk that was not registered — and he may have been a 
perfectly competent man — in ten of these stores sold to a health 
officer arsenic or corossive sublimate, and put his initials on the 
label, the health officer claiming only the licensed pharmacist 
could sign the poison register, and that he should put his indi- 
vidual name on that label. Now, the present law does not mean 
that at all, as I will show you in reading the section of it. The 
construction the health officer of New Haven has placed on the 
law is wrong, and those men who were prosecuted for that in 
New Haven ought to have fought the prosecution, and they 
would have proved him wrong. For the purpose of preventing 
that I have asked that the law be so clarified that when poison 
is bought at any store, no matter who does up that particular 
package, whether it is my porter under my direction, it is sold 
by me, and no individual man should put his initials on that 
poison label, any more than he would on any other label of any 
other prescription in my store. 

Mr. Stoughton : There is no motion before the meeting. 

The President : That is true, but we must hear the members. 
We are taking up these propositions, and I am going to be fair. 
Until the motion is made your presiding officer does not know 
what the rising gentleman is going to say. Mr. Williams was 
the first man up, and he has the floor. 

Mr. Williams : I will be as brief about this as possible, but 
it is a very important matter, in my judgment. I have never in 
my business allowed the name of a clerk, registered or unregis- 
tered, to be put upon a poison label. And I will read the poison 
law to you, for some may have forgotten it. (Same read.) The 
mistake has been made in the literal meaning of the word. "Kept 
by him." Who? Kept by me, or my clerk? "Kept by him." 
The whole section refers to the sale of poisons — the tracing: of 
it. The law was put there to trace that poison to the store, and 
not to the individual who sold it. He may be one thousand miles 
away from my store. Come in today, and gone tomorrow ! The 
object of the law was when made, that the store should be lo- 
cated where the poison was bought. Many of you remember the 
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cause of the passage of that law : it was the Mary Stannard case — 
and the authorities could not trace the arsenic. 

Mr. Walker : I believe this bill is of sufficient importance to 
be sub-divided. I think the first part of that section should be 
eliminated. I think we are burdened enough with licenses. I 
want to protest against it. The second part I think is of suffici- 
ent importance to justify the division, and move that it be sub- 
divided. 

Mr. Wood : I think the Captain has been misinformed about 
the prosecutions brought in New Haven. I am in favor of a 
law that the drug clerk should put his initial on, as the law re- 
quires. Any of the places where prosecution was brought in 
New ^aven I think was where they ought to have been prose- 
cuted. I saw some of the packages bought by the health officer. 
They were certainly dispensed in a grossly careless way. I un- 
derstand some of them were not even registered. I think the 
prosecutions were all right in every case. I think the store 
should be designated where the poison was got. It is well enough 
to have the individual write on it. I am opposed to having one 
more license upon the store. It looks as if we were not men to 
be trusted with anything. Why do we need another license to 
hang up ? I can see no use for any of that recommendation ; and 
I would like to make the motion that it be not adopted. 

The President: The motion before the house is, that the 
third proposition be divided into two parts. (Voted.) 

Mr. Sevin : I move that the first part of the third proposition 
be not adopted. (Voted.) 

The President: What action will you take on the second 
part of the third proposition ? 

Mr. FlEischner : I want to say a word on that, in reference 
to what the Captain has said, about fines imposed on druggists 
in New Haven for selling poisons illegally. Under the pharmacy 
law no person shall sell any poisons unless he shall be registered 
by the Board of Pharmacy. Nine out of ten of the New Haven 
poisons were sold, and the penalties inflicted on, boys. So the 
law was strictly violated. 

Mr. Williams : No licensed pharmacist conducting the store ? 
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Mr. Fi,e:ischne:r : In two cases there were. There is no 
need of change in that law. As I construe it, it is plain and easy 
enough to comply with, and I don't think there should be any 
change made. 

Mr. Sullivan: May I get your opinion regarding paris 
green ? 

Mr. FlEiSCHnkr: That is not one of the restricted poisons. 
If any of your clerks make a mistake they should be punished, 
because the first of the Pharmacy Board questions asked is,^ 
"What are the five poisons to be registered under the law," and 
nine out of ten don't know them. 

Mr. Morin : In our town we had the same thing happen. It 
was made by a boy ; so I don't see any necessity of changing the 
law. I think it is as good a law as the one we should pass, and 
better. I do not believe that the boy or non-registered man 
should sell poison; it should be sold by the registered man. I 
think this law covers the case all right. 

Mr. Wdinstkin : I favor the changing of that law requiring 
the clerks' initials on the label. T think the proprietor's name 
on the label is sufficient. I think that it is putting additional re- 
sponsibility on the proprietor in case of the clerk forgetting to 
put down his initials ; it is putting the responsibility on the pro- 
prietor, as I understand it. He would be prosecuted if any 
clerk in his employ did not comply fully with that law in regard 
to putting initials on. And I don't see where there is necessity 
for it. I think that label, bearing the proprietor's name, is suffi- 
cient in all respects. 

Mr. Levy : I cannot agree with Mr. Fleischner or Mr. Woods 
in regard to the prosecutions in New Haven. I happened to be 
one of those that had to pay a fine on account of my clerk omit- 
ting one of the technicalities. There is nothing in that poison 
law which states a clerk shall put his initials on the label. I know 
of one instance, and this was a registered clerk, who was prose- 
cuted because he did not put his initials on the label. Therefore, 
I think the law should be changed, so we shall all understand it 
and avoid trouble in the future. It was not confined entirely to 
the proprietor being prosecuted; there were registered phar- 
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macists prosecuted; but it was confined to locality; and there 
were many not prosecuted who should have been ; and I told the 
prosecuting officer that fact, and he said he treated everybody 
alike — ^but I doubt it. 

Mr. L^rou : I would Hke to remark in regard to this poison 
question that the paragraph that says, as I remember it, in the 
law, the party selling the poison should register his initials. The 
rest of itf is supposed to be sold by a registered pharmacist. If 
you do away with the paragraph that says the person selling the 
poison shall be required to register his name on the label, I think 
that will cover the bill. 

Mr. Williams : That is the object of the section, to clarify it. 

Mr. Lerou: The law says the party selling the poison shall 
mark his initial on it. Then a paragraph says that the party ocl- 
ling it must register it. 

Mr. Williams : That is what the section is for, to clarify the 
present law, which I claim already covers the point; but the 
health officer of New Haven claims it does not; and therefore, 
to make the law as it should be, it means that poison must be 
labeled with my label of my store, and not my initials. 

A Member: I move the adoption of the second part of the 
third proposition. (Voted.) 

The President: The fourth proposition. (Read.) 

After discussion, on motion, the fourth proposition was adopt- 
ed. 

The President: Proposition No. 5. (Read.) 

Mr. FlEischner : I move to strike out the word "registered," 
and have the section read, "forbid sales of poisons to minors." 

Mr. Stoughton : I move the adoption of the resolution as it 
stands. 

Mr. Williams : That is a pretty broad proposition, to forbid 
delivery or sale of all poisons — that is, everything in our store 
is poison, more or less, to minors. I think it is too broad alto- 
gether. 

A Member : The motion is to adopt it as it stands. 

Mr. Sevin: It seems to me that is drawing the line pretty 
fine. The proposition as it is : A rninor is a person un,der 21 years 
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of age, as I understand it. There are plenty of reliable persons 
that are not 21 years old that we ought not to refuse the sale of 
poisons to, if we know they are legitimate. I should be opposed 
to that motion as it is. I cannot see why a person 18, 19 or 20 
years old is not perfectly safe to sell a poison to, if it is registered 
poison. I would be in favor of not selling to children; but a 
minor may be 20 years old, and is as capable of taking care of 
himself as we are, and has just as much right to purchase as 
any one else. 

Mr. Doran : It does not require any great stretch of the im- 
agination to contemplate how disagreeable and how unpleasant 
it is going to be for the public, to whom we are selling our wares, 
if the proposition before the house should be accepted and be made 
into a law. That proposition, as I understand it, contemplates 
the prohibition of every registered man in the state of Connec- 
ticut from selling a simple thing as a package of fly-paper to a 
child; and it prohibits the sale of an innocent preparation of 
paragoric. 

The President: No. The question stands now referring to 
registered poisons only. The motion is to adopt the resolution 
at it reads. 

Mr. Woods: It seems to me useless to pass that resolution. 
As the law stands, even registered poisons we have to register, 
and have to use judgment when we register. We use due judg- 
ment. It don't make any difference whether the person is 18 or 
21 ; he has been catechised to a certain extent as to the purpose 
of the use of the poison, and that person will tell a falsehood and 
say he is 21 to get it, perhaps. I think the law as it now stands 
needs a good deal of judgment in selling the poison, and do not 
think it ought to be changed. 

Mr. Weinstein: I believe, especially in residential neigh- 
borhoods, 75 per cent, of the sales are made to children. Women 
will depend on children for doing errands during the day; they 
are not able to go to the store themselves. In my place, especial- 
ly, I observe I have continually through the day to sell to children 
various articles used in the house. I think it would wo^k great 
hardship on the public and druggists to change the law as it is 
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at present. So far as registered poisons are concerned, it re- 
quires the signing of the name by the person buying it. 

The President : Oh, no. 

Mr. Weinsteix : I always require it. It would require a 
person able to write, anyway, and not a child. 

The President : My personal opinion on those points is this : 
that there being so few we have to register, a certain amount of 
good judgment is required; and do not believe any child ought 
to get any of those five poisons. The question before the house 
is, that proposition No. 5 be adopted. 

Mr. Garvin: Gentlemen, I cannot see the necessity for the 
adoption of this resolution. Pharmacy is new in Connecticut, 
and perhaps some of you have read where children have been 
poisoned by a legal sale of registered poison; but I have never 
read yet where a child was sold poison according to the law and 
a death ensued; and, as a matter of fact, we are an intelligent 
crowd of men and women, and very much doubt if there is a man 
or woman in the practice of pharmacy in Connecticut who would 
sell to a child. I do believe we would all sell a boy or girl who ap- 
peared intelligent and over 16 or 17. I think we are hampering 
our interests greatly by the adoption of this proposition. I offer 
an amendment, that the proposition be rejected. 

The President: The motion is that proposition No. 5 be 
adopted. 

(The motion was defeated by negative vote.) 

The President: Proposition No. 6. (Read.) 

Mr. Fi^Eischner: I am the father of that proposition, and I 
can assure you it will not work any hardsip. It is merely for the 
protection of the trade. And I will give you an instance where- 
by we would like the right to inspect pharmacies and under the 
law have not. Complaints are frequently made to the Commis- 
sioner that this or the other store is run without a licensed phar- 
macist. Under the law the Commissioners have no right to enter 
that store more than anywhere else. Complaints may be made, 
and it is only a question whom you would rather have as in- 
spector, one of your own kind, who will not make trouble, or an 
outsi(\er who is looking for trouble. One or the other you must 
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put up with. The county officers in the last six months have 
shown so much energy in collecting fees that the likelihood is 
they are going deeper. The Board of Pharmacy are not looking 
for trouble, but we want the legal right to forestall anything that 
may come from the county health officers. 

On motion, proposition No. 6 was adopted. 

The President: The seventh proposition. (Read.) 

Mr. LevErty: In regard to that proposition, I want to say 
that the reason for its introduction is, for the purpose of doing 
away with people coming in from outside of the state, young 
men coming in and simply trying the examination. 

Mr. Stoughton: Won't you make a motion, to expedite 
matters ? 

Mr. Leverty: I will move that proposition be adopted. I 
would say in regard to this, that we have a great many appli- 
cants from outside of the state who come for examination simply 
to try the Board. If they fail they get the $5 back, and they keep 
out the young men who have applications on file. While this 
does not explain all it was intended to when" it was before the 
Legislative Committee, it does not work harship on the young 
men of this state, because they can come up the second time ; but 
those who come up from out of the state, it costs them $5. 

The 7th proposition was then adopted. 

The President: Proposition No. 8. (Read.) 

Mr. Stoughton: That, as I understand it, means that no 
pharmacy can be run with one grade. 

Mr. Gladding: I think the word "every" should be struck 
out. 

Mr. Stoughton: My understanding of those words is, no 
pharmacy could be run on one license. 

Mr. W11.UAMS: It is not my proposition. As I understand 
this proposition that came to me, it is this : that there shall be a 
junior licensed pharmacist in every store; that is the intention; 
in other words, two or more licenses. That is the purport of it — 
that every store shall have two licenses, junior and senior, so that 
when the store is left by the regular registered pharmacist there 
shall be an assistant-pharmacist in that store, who can prepare 
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medicine. That is the law in some states. It is the law in the 
western states — in Chicago— and they are kicking terribly about 
it. 

Mr. Stoughton': I move to put in place of that resolution, 
that the pharmacists of Connecticut shall be classified into two 
classes, junior and senior, at the discretion of the Board of 
Pharmacy. They can work where they please. As this stands, 
no store can run without two licenses. 

The President: I believe the intent is to bring about as- 
sistant-pharmacists. I understand the county health officers have 
ruled that a store must have a licensed pharmacist in it every 
minute. 

Mr. Stoughton: We do not want to make any such law. 
This makes it obligatory. 

Mr. Sevin: I simply want to ask why they would have a 
junior license if they have two or more regular licenses? Take 
my own case. My son and myself are both licensed. One of us 
is in the store all the time. Should I have to have a junior li- 
cense in addition to that? I would, according to that. 

The President : I don't believe that is the intent. 

Mr. Sevin : But as it read there that is the effect. I believe 
every drug store should be in charge of a licensed pharmacist of 
some sort all the time ; but there is many a store could not afford 
to carry two regular registered licenses, and they might have 
a clerk who could obtain a junior license. 

Mr. Leverty :. In general I would say, in regard to this par- 
ticular proposition, that the County health officers and the At- 
torney General interpret the law to the effect that every drug 
store must be under the direct suf)ervision of a licensed phar- 
macist at all times ; that if a man goes out for an hour and leaves 
the boy in his store, and somebody should come in, with a 
grievance against him, and find out the licensed pharmacist was 
not there, he could have him prosecuted. If you have a licensed 
pharmacist there it does not give a party a chance to come in, 
who has a grievance against you, and have you prosecuted. This 
proposition is going before the Legislative Committee, and your 
Legislative Committee will rehash this thing and put it in proper 
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form. It is not intended to work hardship, but to be a help to 
you and the other fellow, and save druggists from prosecution. 
The interpretation of the Attorney General is that the drug store 
must be under the supervision of the licensed clerk at all times; 
and the county health officers claim if they go into a drug store 
and find a boy there selling poisons or dispensing medicines they 
will bring prosecutions, and have asked us to do so. 

Mr. Doran : I would ask if the gentlemen who have recom- 
mended this proposition believe it a wise thing; and I would like 
to know what provisions they anticipate stipulating for the pro- 
vision of these licensed pharmacists? I can understand how 
some druggists, located in small villages, with not sufficient busi- 
ness to guarantee employing a registered man, — if the conditions 
required by the Board of Pharmacv or State of Connecticut 
would be such as would demand, for example, the same quali- 
fications as a registered pharmacist, it would work a severe hard- 
ship on the man engaged in the drug business in small towns, 
where the rights of citizens and their own interest are sufficiiently 
subserved by the care exercised by the individual who has the 
greatest amount of interest as stake. I would like to inquire of 
this committee just what they anticipate making the conditions 
for these assistant-pharmacists. 

. Mr. Levkrty : I would like to say in regard to that, that Mr. 
Doran can place himself in the position of any Pharmacy Com- 
missioner. You know what you require; and every proposition 
introduced here by the Pharmacy Commissioners is for the direct 
benefit of the retail druggist. I know what I would require in a 
junior, and would not ask any more from any other section than 
I would require for myself. This proposition has been intro- 
duced for the benefit of the retail druggists of the state alone, 
to protect them against county officers coming in to prosecute 
them. In regard to assistant-licenses the Pharmacy Commis- 
sioners will be governed by the will of the majority of this As- 
sociation, as this Commission considers it is subservient to it. 

Mr. Stoughton: The law, as I understand it, says that poi- 
sons may be sold and prepared under the supervision of licensed 
pharmacists. The action taken by the Attorney General amounts 
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to immediate supervision. I would like to ask Mr. Heinritz, of 
Massachusetts, if the law there requires immediate supervision. 

Mr. Heinritz : The reason for changing our law and allow- 
ing second classification of registered men was, that the law in 
some places could not be enforced, an endeavor has been made to 
have it enforced, by local authorities, by convicting druggists who 
did not have a registered clerk; and it was declared unfair, be- 
cause it is an impossibility in Massachusetts to get registered men 
to run the stores. There are not enough to go around. So the 
Board of Pharmacy suggested that they form a new classification, 
namely, assistant-pharmacists; and the condition was demanded 
very clearly of the Board of Pharmacy what this junior, or this 
assistant should mean ; and it was said then, and given us to un- 
derstand, by the Board present, that it would r;nean a practical 
examination — that is, the identical examination that the registered 
men would have, the men who were competent or allowed legally 
to manage a store, only such features would be taken as com- 
pounding prescriptions, questions of dosing of medicines, and 
perhaps incompatibilities. That was to be the limit. The point 
taken was that a great many men have been employed in stores 
a number of years who still are not capable of passing a technical 
examination before the Board as regular registered pharmacists, 
and they thought these men would pass examination, and thu3 
kind of free the proprietors of the odium of conviction if allowed 
to be in the store in the absence of the proprietor. At the present 
time the law is null, as you cannot enforce an impossibility. If 
it is impossible for a man to get a registered clerk if he wants 
one, it is inconsistant under the law to prosecute. 

Mr. Stoughton: It says "immediate supervision.'' 

Mr. Heinritz : During the absence of the proprietor only. . 

Mr. Stoughton : The Connecticut law does not say any such 
thing. It says supervision. The Attorney General having taken 
this position, there is likely to be prosecutions, and I feel this As- 
sociation ought to let it be known to the members that on such 
a proposition this Association will take it up and fight the issue. 
If the Massachusetts law says "immediate supervision.'' which I 
think it does, then "supervision" in Connecticut means diflFerent 
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from what the Attorney General says it does. But suppose it 
does mean immediate supervision. Take the word as it is. If 
the supervision of Pharmacy is different from the supervision of 
laying bricks, let the prosecution say why. More lives have been 
lost through faulty building than through faulty prescription 
clerks. Let the proposition prove it is the un-licensed man that 
makes mistakes. It is the careless licensed man makes the mis- 
takes. I am saying this because some of you may be brought 
in on this prosecution, and your lawyer will not think of this. 
Make him prove that the majority of the mistakes in pharmacy 
are made by un-licensed men ; and if he cannot prove that then 
the Court will say that "supervision" is the same in pharmacy 
as anything else. I want to oppose that proposition. 

Mr. Leverty: I want to say if the Connecticut law at the 
present time does not say direct supervision that there will be a 
bill introduced in the next Legislature that will make it read that 
way; and the only thing to do is to get ahead of them. If this 
Association wants to go on record at the present time as adopting 
this particular proposition as to what the examination for assis- 
tant-pharmacist's license shall consist of, we would be glad to 
accept it. 

Mr. Stoughton : I move that the Legislative Committee shall 
be directed to cast the law of Connecticut to read so. 

The^ President: Wouldn't it be better — this does not read 
properly here, anyway — ^wouldn't it be better to strike that out 
and insert something? 

Mr. Soughton : I move that the Legislative Committee shall 
be instructed to cause such legislation that there shall be a class 
of pharmacists of Connecticut that shall correspond with the 
class of assistant-pharmacists of Massachusetts. 

Mr. HeinriTz : I am not positively certain that is the law yet. 

Mr. WiIvLiams: Leave off Massachusetts, and say assistant- 
pharmacists. 

Mr. Stoughton : Then that is not operative. Now how does 
it stand? 

The President: • If the wording of this proposition was 
changed to read "two licenses," we would vote in favor of it, or

not, as we saw fit. If the father of this proposition will change 
the reading of it. 

Mr. Gladding : In order to bring this matter before you, sup- 
pose it should read something like this : that there be two or more 
grades of phramacy licenses. 

Mr. Stougiiton : I make that rny motion. 

(Voted.) 

The President: Now the local committee are ready with 
photographer to take our pictures; and there are several more 
propositions yet to consider and act upon. 

(At 6 o'clock adjourned to 9:30 next morning). 

WEDNESDAY SESSION 
June loth. 

(At the opening of the session the President explained to the 
members who were not present yesterday the nature of the busi- 
ness already passed upon.) 

The Secretary : I have a telegram which I have just received 
which reads as follows :

The President : You have heard the telegram from the Ala- 
bama Association. What is your pleasure ? 

Mr. Main" : I move that it be accepted, and the Secretary send 
them a telegram of thanks, etc. 
(Voted.)

Telegram from H. M. Whelpley, Editor Meyer Bros. Druggist, St. 
Louis, Mo. 

To J. B. Ebbs, Secy. Conn, Phar. Assn. : 

"Hearty greetings and the wish for a successful meeting."

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The: President : We have a few more applications for mem- 
bership, which the Secretary will read. 

William J. Dumphy, Waterbury. 
Bennett A. Galpin, Hartford. 
Frank H. Woodworth, Norwich. 
William T. DriscoU, Norwich. 

The President : Those applications will take the usual course 
— ^be referred to the Executive Committee; and acted upon at a 
later session. 

Mr. W11.IJAMS: Before we proceed to the 9th proposition, 
I want to revert again to that matter which was contained in the 
8th proposition, about the assistant-pharmacist's license. I find, 
in conversation with a good many members, that more than half 
of those present yesterday in the back part of the room did not 
understand that proposition ; and further, that the statement was 
made that Massachusetts had adopted such proposition, known 
as second-class licelise. Massachusetts, as I understand it, has 
had that question up and rejected it; and it was largely through 
the influence of the registered clerks in Massachusetts, who 
claimed that by the adoption of the provision in the law allowing 
junior or second-class license they who had prepared themselves 
to fill positions of complete registered pharmacists in stores would 
be deprived of their positions ; that many of the stores would be 
run by the man with lesser qualifications. While this may not 
be exactly parlimentary after the vote of yesterday, yet there are 
many new members present who were not here yesterday, who 
ought not to be shut out of any voice in this assembly, and who 
may wish to speak on these matters. This is not a parliamentary 
organization, but practically a Committee of the Whole. Let's 
Tiave every man's voice. Every man ought to have his say, and 
as long as he wishes to talk, if it takes a week, for it is a very im- 
portant matter. One man said I was talking too much, and he 
was talking too much, and so on. I don't care who talks. We 
want to have free interchange of opinion upon these matters, and 
get the different bearings as others look at it. Remember the 
little man who runs a store, who is unable to have a licensed man, 
and what the conditions are with him. And again, it was brought 
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out yesterday that the health officer of New Haven had decided 
so and so. Nothing a lawyer gives you is of value until it is 
tried out in court. Merely because this man has decided does 
not go. This matter should be fought out, if necessary, in the 
courts as to what is our right and what is not. Do not allow ad- 
ditional legislation to be placed upon you because some official 
says law means so and so. Take the poison matter. It was said 
none but a registered man can sell registered poison, and he must 
put his initials on the label. My contention is that the law does 
not mean that. Your name should go on that label. 

Mr. RapeIvYE : In regard to the matter Mr. Williams spoke of, 
about Massachusetts adopting that second-class license, I have a 
letter from Mr. Hubbard stating they have adopted it. 

Mr. HeinriTz : I would say that Mr. Ernst told me last night 
that the Legislative Committee has decided adversely. I under- 
stood Mr. Ernst was "J<^^^^i^ ^^ ^^e Spot" and ought to know. 

Mr. Main: Wouldn't it be better for some gentleman who 
voted on that question yesterday to move for re-opening the 
question, to have it in proper parlimentary order ? 

Mr. Stoughton: The sentiment was that we should have 
another class of pharmacists, and it was passed upon yesterday. 

The President : When it was first presented the proposition 
read this way: (reading same) That was very misleading, and 
we changed it to "That there be two or more grades of pharmacy 
licenses." 

Mr. W1LI.IAMS: We are not here for parlimentary doings, 
but for conference, and when we come to take action it will be 
made parliamentary perhaps. For the purpose of revoting on 
that, I would move that our action of yesterday be reconsidered 
on that matter. (Voted.) 

Mr. W11.UAMS: I now move that the proposition be rejected, 
or referred back to the Legislative Committee, and if they deem 
it wise, such a law will be incorporated. My motion is that it be 
left to the Legislative Committee, in conjunction with the Board 
of Pharmacy, to add such a measure — a perfected one — if in their 
best judgment they deem it wise to do so. 

A Member: My idea is, to refer this back to the Legislative 
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Committee, and they to report to the mid-winter meeting, and 
confer with the Attorney General in regard to this particular 
point in the law, and report it back to the Association. 

The President : The motion before the house it, that* this be 
referred to the Legislative Committee, they to confer with the 
Pharmacy Commission; and the gentleman from Norwich has 
suggested an amendment. It is up to Capt. Williams whether he 
will accept that amendment or not. The question before the 
house it, that the 8th proposition be referred to the Legislative 
Committee, they to confer wuth the Board of Pharmacy. 
(Voted.) 

The President: The 9tH proposition is next. (Read.) 
On motion of Mr. Sevin, the proposition was rejected.) 
Mr. Whittlesey : I have an amendment to the poison law I 
would like to have referred to the Legislative Committee, with 
the suggestion that they take steps to have it incorporated with 
Section . 

PROPOSED AMENDMENT TO SECTION 4733- 

Provided, however, that the above provisions shall not apply to sales 
on prescriptions of a regular physician or at wholesale by jobbers, whole- 
salers and manufacturers to registered retail druggists or to each other 
or to sales to Hospitals, Colleges, Scientific and Public Institutions. 

(Voted.) 

The President: Now the loth proposition. (Read.) 
Mr. Stougiiton : I move that the proposition be not adopted. 
Mr. G1.ADDING : I would like to offer an amendment, that we 
treat this proposition the same way we did the proposition relating 
to assistant-Hcenses, to be referred to the Legislative Committee, 
in conjunction with the Pharmacy Board, for ruture amendment. 
(Voted.) 
The President: The nth proposition. (Read.) 
Mr. Rapei^ye: I move that the nth and 12th propositions 
take the same course as No. 10. (Voted.) 

The President: The 13th proposition. (Read.) 

Mr. Wai^ker: I move that it be not adopted.^ Voted.) 

The President: Proposition No. 14. (Read.) 

Mr. Buell: I move that proposition be not adopted. (Voted) 
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The: President: The 15th proposition. (Read.) 
Mr. Weinstein : I move that this proposition be rejected. 
Mr. Woodhull (Rockville: I wish to offer an amendment as 
• follows:' 

BE IT ENACTED BY THE SENATE AND HOUSE OF REPRE- 
SENTATIVES IN GENERAL ASSEMBLY CONVENED: 

Section 3 of chapter 265 of the Public Acts of 1907 is hereby 
amended by striking out in the second line thereof the words, "except 
druggists," so that the same as amended shall read as follows : "The 
holder of a license to sell spirituous and intoxicating liquors shall be the 
bona fide owner of the business carried on under the license and before 
issuing the license the county commissioners shall require each applicant 
to make oath that he is the bona fide owher of the business and that no 
person imsuitable to hold a license to sell spirituous and intoxicating 
liquors is in any way interested in the business." 

Amendment by Capt. Williams : 

Provision be made for drug stores conducted for estates that require 
the business conducted until sold. 

On motion, it was voted that this amendment be treated as part 
two of the 15th proposition. 

The; Prkside:xt: The motion before you is, that part one of 
the 15th proposition (Same read again) be rejected. (Voted.) 

The President: Part two now of the 15th proposition? 

(Same read again.) 

A Member : I move its adoption. 

Mr. WHvUAMs: I have. an amendment, That due provision be 
made for druggists conducting for estates that require the busi- 
ness to be conducted until sold. 

The President : The motion is, that Mr. Woodhull's amend- 
ment, which is part two of the 15th proposition, with Capt. Wil- 
liams' amendment, be adopted (both .being read again).- 
(Voted). 

The President: The i6th proposition. (Read). 

Mr. Sevin: I move the adoption of this recommendation. 

The President: It is moved that the i6th proposition be 
adopted as read, with the addition that the selection of the at- 
torney be left to the Executive Committee. (Voted). 

The President: Now we come to the election of officers. 
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The hour has arrived to place in nomination officers for the run- 
ning of this Association for the ensuing year. I will entertain 
nominations for President. 

Mr. SchmELz^r: I would like to place in nomination Mr. 
P. J. Garvin. 

Mr. Garvin: Under the circumstances, I do not see how I 
could honorably take it, and under no circumstances would I. 
I feel very grateful for the nomination. I do not believe in es- 
tablishing any precedent, and ought not to follow a precedent of 
that kind. I believe when a man is nominated here as vice-pres- 
dent that he ought to go up into the executive chair. And I 
stand now ready, and with a great deal of pleasure I present the 
name of the first vice-president to be our next president. I have 
the honor to nominate Mr. Robert Walker, of Waterbury. 

The PrESide^nt : The first nominee having refused to accept 
the nomination, I shall entertain tiie motion of Mr. Garvin that 
Mr. Robert Walker, of Waterbury, be the President of the Asso- 
ciation, j I ^' 

Mr. Williams: In the absence of any other nomination, I 
move that the Secretary cast the unanimous ballot of the Asso- 
ciation for Mr. Walker as President of the Association. (Voited.) 

The Secretary cast the ballot accordingly and Mr. Walker was 
declared duly elected. 

The President: The next office to be filled is that of First 
Vice-President. Nominations are ip order. 

Mr. Leverty : I take pleasure in placing before you as nomi- 
nee for First Vice-President Mr. P. J. Garvin. 

On motion, it was voted that the Secretary cast the ballot of 
the Association for Mr. Garvin, which was cast accordingly, and 
Mr. Garvin declared elected. 

The President : The next office to be filled is that of Second 
Vice-President. Nominations are now in order. 

Mr. Williams: It gives me pleasure to nominate the son 
of one of the original members of this Association. The father 
was a man of talent, and his son is an equally valuable man to- 
day; and therefore it gives me pleasure to put in nomination 
Clarence G. Spalding, of New Haven. 
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On motion properly made, the nominations were closed, the 
Secretary instructed to cast the ballot of the Association for 
Mr. Spalding, which he did, and Mr. Spalding was declared 
elected. 

The President: The next office to be filled is that of the 
Secretary. Nominations are in order. 

Mr. Rapelye: I move that John B. Ebbs be elected Secre- 
tary of the Association. 

Mr. Main : I move that the President-elect cast the ballot of 
the Association for Mr. Ebbs as Secretary. (Voted). 

The ballot was cast accordingly, and Mr. Ebbs declared elected 
Secretary. 

The President : The next office to be filled is that of Treas- 
urer. Will you nominate? 

Mr. Suluvan: I arise to present to you the name of the 
present incumbent. He is a man who has served the Association 
well. He has been connected with the Association for a number 
of years; and I have great pleasure in presenting the name of 
A. L. Dickinson, of Danbury. 

Mr. Dickinson : Mr. President and Merhbers : I am glad of 
the honor you have bestowed upon me in presenting my name for 
this office, but I must respectfully decline to accept the same.

The President : The next order of business is the report of 
the committee on the list of names to be presented to the Gov- 
ernor to be named as Pharmacy Commissioner. That Com- 
mitttee is just about to meet. In the meantime I will declare a 
recess, and ask that you all stay here to act upon these applica- 
tions for membership. 

Mr. DexTER : I would suggest that because of the good work 
Mr. Dickinson has done for the Association he be made a life 
member. 

The President: We have what we call honorary members. 

The Secretary : Mr. President, I have six more applications 
for membership.

I 
don't know where they come from. 

I feel a great deal of pride in this matter of applications. 
There has been a growing interest in this Association of late; 
and the number of applications cannot but be pleasing to any set 
of officers, particularly to the presiding officer. 

Mr. Sevin: The showing of the Association at the meeting 
last December had a great deal to do with the spirit which has 
been manifested by the new ones coming in, and a great many 
appreciate what an organization of this kind does, and they have 
been willing to come in and assist in the maintenance of the 
organization. 

The President : The next order of business will be the re- 
port of the committee to bring in names to be presented to the 
Governor for Pharmacy Commissioner.

I hope the 
Association will vote to present to past Presidents that badge, 
that they may have some memento to keep, and remember the 
work they have done. Some of them are yet in harness, and we 
are governed a great deal by their opinions. There are ten mem- 
bers of the Association who should have the privilege of wearing 
the badge. And I make the motion that the Association at this 
time vote to present to those men a badge. They are as follows :

At this time 
I make the motion that the Association present the ten past Presi- 
dents with the badge which the later Presidents are wearing. 

The^ Pre:sidKnt : That is a matter which has been considered 
several times, but always been put off, and I favor that motion. 

(Voted). 

Mr. Wilwams: In behalf of the ten old fellows, I wish to 
express to this Association our thanks, and to assure you that 
those ten will duly and highly appreciate the same, and receive 
them as a manifestation of your esteem and regard. 

Mr. Rapklye^ : I have a resolution I would like to offer. 
Voted. — That the thanks of this Association be extendea to the 
Pharmacists of Waterbury; for their bountiful entertainment and their 
earnest efforts to make this annual meeting one long to be remembered. 

Mr. Williams : I wish to add my expression of appreciation 
of the work of the local Association at this time. It seems to 
me in all the history of our meetings that we never have had so 
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large and successful and enthusiastic a meeting, and such bounti- 
ful and splendid entertainment as the Druggists Association of 
Waterbury, through its various committees, has tendered us. 
And I think we ought to reverse and revoke that resolution in- 
troduced yesterday. We voted we would have future meetings 
on the shore. I think we should vote that all our future meetings 
be held in Waterbury. 

The President: It is only those who have worked on local 
committees know the real hard labor entailed by a gathering of 
this sort. From start to finish these arrangements have been 
nothing but perfect. Possibly not really perfect at the start, but 
the finish has been beautifully so — in their printed matter and 
everything. Their banquet last night was a thing that the Con- 
necticut Pharmaceutical Association can feel proud of. Those 
gentlemen who arrived this morning missed a great treat. No 
one could but be proud to be there. The ladies, God bless them ! 
we were proud of them. The music was great and glorious. 
The arrangements were a perfect work. All the hard work has 
been in the hands of the local committee. And it is now time for 
that rising vote. 

The resolution was adopted by vising vote. 

Mr. RapeIvYE : There is one matter that came up to your at- 
tention today more forcibly than ever before, and I wish to oflfer 
the resolution that the Secretary be instructed to buy a block and 
gavel for the use of the President. (Voted). 

Mr. WiIvUams: There is one thing on my mind that I per- 
sonally appreciate, and every person in the room will join in, 
and that is, the masterly manner in which our brother member, 
Mr. Leverty, presented the interests of this Association and the 
druggists of Connecticut at our winter meeting before the Food 
and Dairy Commission on the matter of the pure food law. Were ,, 
it not for the convincing manner in which he did that the Lord 
only knows where we would be today. I believe we are indebted 
to Mr. Leverty for what we obtained there. 

Mr. BuELL: I move a rising vote of thanks be extended to 
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Mr. Leverty for the very able and capable manner in which he 
presented the facts before the commissioners. (Voted). 
Mr. Rape:i.ye: : Mr. President, at the request of one of our ex- 
Presidents, Mr. E. S. Sykes, of Hartford, I move that he be made 
an honorary member of this Association. He is quite an old man, 
and not connected actively with the business at the present time ; 
but he would very much appreciate the honor of your placing 
him on the list of honorary members. I move that this action be 
taken. (Voted). 

The; President : We will now consider the list of delinquent 
members.

The; President: I wish to state that we have been pretty 
active and made every effort in our power to line-up that list as 
read. I wrote them all a personal letter, and had very few re- 
sponses, and had traveling men interview some of them. 

Mr. RapELYE : I move that they be stricken from the rolls. 

The Secretary : I would say that I have had some experience 
in this direction, having been Treasurer for several years, and my 
experience has been this : that after a member has dropped behind 
in his dues for three years it is almost impossible to collect any 
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more money from his. It seems to me it would be right and 
proper for us to live up to the By-Laws of the Association, which 
state very clearly that when a member owes three years' dues he 
may be dropped.

We can have the delegates 
appointed. 

The Secretary : I notified delegates of their appointment last 
year. 

Mr. Ai,i,er: I know for three years I was delegate I never 
received any notification. 

The President: The next order of business is the appoint- 
ment of a committee to present the newly elected officers for in- 
stallation. I will appoint on that committee Mr. Rapelye and 
Mr. Finch to escort the newly elected officers to the chair.' 

Mr. Rapei^yE: Mr. President, with great pleasure I present 
to you Mr. Robert Walker, the President elect of the Association 
for the ensuing year. 

The President: I congratulate you upon your election as 
President of the Association. I have watched your work in the 
past, and realize that the Association has made a wise choice. I 
wish you as presiding officer all kinds of success. 

Mr. Wai^ker: Mr. President and Members: I can assure 
you I appreciate the high honor you have shown to me today. 
A year ago, when I attended the meeting at Bridgeport, it was 
the last thought of my mind that I should be cliosen to serve you 
in any capacity.

All the com- 
mittees it has been my pleasure to appoint, and the entire mem- 
bership throughout the state, have always helped me out when- 
ever called upon. To all of them I owe profound thanks. I 
simply wish to say, in closing, I fully appreciate the honors you 
have conferred upon me ; and in retiring from the office of Presi- 
dent it is not my intention to lose my interest in the Association, 
but to do all in the future, as I have done in the past, to make it 
successful. I thank you all. 

Mr. Finch: Mr. President, I have the honor of presenting 
to you the First Vice-President for the ensuing year, Mr. P. J. 
Garvin, who I know will serve you and us faithfully in such of- 
fice. 
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President Walker: Mr. Garvin, I congratulate you in the 
name of the Connecticut Pharmaceutical Association. 

Mr. Garvin : Members of the Connecticut Pharmaceutical As- 
sociation : I thank you for this honor. I do not hesitate saying 
I tried to get it. I feel somewhat different from some men .that 
are in office. Any office I am anxious to hold I never hesitate to 
ask- for. I will strive to do my utmost to serve your worthy 
President, and I will endeavor to all times to have in mind the 
interests of the Connecticut Pharmaceutical Association; and I 
hope when my time of First Vice-President ends you will say I 
have done fairly well. I thank you, gentlemen. 

The President: In the absence of the Second Vice-Presi- 
dent, Mr. Spalding, we will have to dispense with his installation. 
And I do not think it is necessary to introduce brother Ebbs, the 
Secretary, to the chair. 

Mr. Ebbs : I assure you it gives me great pleasure to receive 
renewed expression of confidence for my efforts in your behalf, 
and I will endeavor to do my best for the coming year. 

Mr. Rapelye: Mr. President, I take pleasure in presenting 
Mr. Carl Cyrus, the new Treasurer. 

The President: Mr. Cyrus, I welcome you to the office of 
Treasurer. 

Mr. Cyrus : Members of the Connecticut Pharmaceutical As- 
sociation: I thank you for the honor extended to me. I fully 
appreciate it. 

The President : At this time I would like to call upon brother 
Heinritz, of Massachusetts, to say a few words. 

(Mr. Heinritz made a few remarks explanatory of his interest 
in and connection with druggists insurance.) 

The President : If there is no objection, I would like to defer 
the announcement of my committees until some future time, as 
I have had no opportunity to confer with any of the members.

Resolved by this Assembly : 

Section i. That the present members of the Connecticut Pharmaceuti- 
cal Association, and all others who shall hereafter become members be and 
the>' are hereby constituted a body politic and corporate by the name of 
"The Connecticut Pharmaceutical Association," with all the rights and 
privileges provided in Section 1,906 of the Genera" Statutes. 

Section 2. Said Corporation may hold real estate as provided in 
Section 1,906, not exceeding $5,000 in value. 

Section 3. The present officers of the Association shall perform their 
respective duties as officers of said Corporation, until said Corporation 
shall elect such officers as may be deemed necessary.

CONSTITUTION. 



ARTICLE I. 

Title. 
This Association shall be called The Connecticut Pharmaceutical 
Association. 

ARTICLE n. 

Objects. 
The objects of this Association shall be to secure co-operation ana 
concert of action in the advancement and diffusion of a knowledge of 
phscrmacy and its collateral branches of science, and to promote the 
elevation of the professional character of, and to facilitate an open and 
fraternal intercourse between its members. 

ARTICLE ni. 

Members. 

Section 1. This Association shall consist of active, honorary and 
associate members. 

Sec. 2. Any adult person of good moral and professional standing, 
residing or doing business in this State, who has been actively engaged 
in the practice of pharmacy for four years or more in a wholesale or 
retail store where medicines are dispensed, all graduates of colleges of 
pharmacy, licentiates of boards of pharmacy, teachers and professors of 
botany, materia medica, chemistry and pharmacy, and of siich sciences 
as are collateral with our profession; and chemists, whether in business 
for themselves, employed by another, or retired from business, are 
eligible for membership. 
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Sec. 3. Pharmacists, chemists, and other scientific men who may be 
thought worthy of the distinction, may be elected honorary members. 
Thefy shall not, however, be required to contribute to the f unds,* nor shall 
they be eligible to office or vote at the meetings. 

Sec. 4. Any adult person of good moral character residing in 
this or another state and doing business with the pharmacists of this 
state as a traveling salesman is eligible for election as an associate 
member under the regulations defined in the by-laws providing for 
the admission of such associate members. 

ARTICLE IV. 
Officers. 
The officers of this Association shall be a President, two Vice-Presi- 
dents, a Secretary and a Treasurer, all of whom shall be elected annu- 
ally, by ballot, and shall hold office until the election of their successors. 

ARTICLE V. 
Duties of Officers. 

Section 1. The President shall preside at all meetings of the Asso- 
ciation, enforcing a due observance of the Constitution and all laws 
enacted by the Association; call special meetings whenever he may 
deem it necessary, or at the written request of five members; present at 
each annual meeting a report of the operations of the Association, and 
perform all duties pertaining to the office. 

Sec. 2. The First Vice-President shall, in the absence of the Presi- 
dent, perform the duties of that officer; in his absence, the Second Vice- 
President; and in the absence of both, a President, pro tempore, shall be 
appointed. 

Sec. 3. The Secretary shall keep a record of all the proceedings of 
the Association, a list of the names, residence, and date of entrance of 
each member, and read all communications handed him by the President 
for that purpose; shall conduct all correspondence of the Association; 
notify members of special committees of their appointment, giving the 
associate members' and chairman's name; notify each member of the 
time and place of all meetings of the Association, at least ten days in 
advance. He shall, under the direction of the Executive Committee, 
edit, publish and distribute the Proceedings of the Association, furnish- 
ing one copy to each member. 

Amend Article V, Section 3^ of the Constitution to read: 

He shall receive annuallj* the sum of one hundred dollars ($100.00) as 
salary and in addition an allowance of fifty dollars ($50.00) for clerical 
services and also the amount of his expenses incident to his attendance 
at each annual meeting of this Association and also to that of the Amer- 
ican Pharmaceutical Association. 

Sec. 4. The Treasurer shall have charge of all the funds of the 
Association, for which he shall be personally responsible;^ collect all 
moneys due the Association, pay all bills when ordered and counter- 
signed by the President; render a full report at each annual meeting 
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and report the state of the treasury whenever called \ipon by the Presi- 
dent or Executive Committee. 

Amend Article V, Section 4, of the Constitution to read: 
He shall receive annually the sum of seventy-five ($75.00) as salary 
and the amount of his expenses incident to his attendance at each annual 
meeting. ^ ' 

He shall furnish an acceptable bond to the Association in the sum of 
two thousand dollars ($2,000.00), the expense of said bond to be borne by 
the Association. 

ARTICLE VL 
Meetincs. 

The annual meeting of the Association shall be held at such date in 
June and at such place as shall be designated by the Executive /Com- 
mittee, 'ihe Association shall be called to order on the first da>' of the 
meeting at 11 A. M. and the sessions shall continue throughout two days, 
at such hours as the Association may direct. 

ARTICLE Vn. 

Committees. 

Section 1. The President shall, before the close of each annual 
meeting, appoint the following Standfhgr Committees, each to consist of 
five members: Executive Committee. Committee on Progrress of Phar- 
macy and Queries. 

Sec. 2. The Executive Committee, of which the Secretary shall be, 
ex- officio, a member, shall have charge of the revision of the roll, the 
investigation of applicants for membership, and the publication of 
the Proceedings. They shall report at each meeting a revised roll of the 
members, with appropriate notes of deceased members; also, the names 
of any who, having become disconnected with the Association other- 
wise than by death, refuse to return their certificates of membership as 
provided by this Constitution and By-Laws, and have charge of all busi- 
ness not otherwise assigned. 

Sec. 3. The Committee on the Progrress of Pharmacy and Queries 
shall report annually to the Association on the improvements in Chem- 
istry, practical Pharmacy, and the collateral branches, and of new 
works bearing upon these subjects, and near the close of each annual 
meeting a proper number of questions of scientific and practical interest, 
the answers to which may advance the interests of pharmacy, an(f shall 
procure the acceptance of as many questions for investigation as may 
be practicable, the replies to be presented before the next succeeding 
annual meeting. 

ARTICLE VIII. 
By-Laws. 
This Association may establish, for its further government and reg- 
ulations, such By-Laws as it may deem proper and necessary, which 
do not conflict with this Constitution. 
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ARTICLE DC 

Amendments. 
Any proposal to alter, amend, or annul this Constitution, or any part 
thereof, must be submitted in writing: at an annual meetingr. and the 
same must be entered on the minutes by the Secretary, and published 
with the proceedings. And if, at the next annual meeting, the same is 
adopted by a two- thirds vote of the members present it shall prevail and 
become a part of the Constitution, otherwise it shall not. 
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BY-LAW& 

ARTICLE L 
Quorum. 

Twelve metnbeni shall constitute a quorum for the transaction ot 
business. 

ARTICLE n. 
Application for Membership and Election of Members. 

Section 1. The names of all persons applying for membership, with 
their residence, present occupation and length of experience in phar- 
macy, shall be presented to the Association in writing, endorsed by two 
members in good standing, and shall be referred to the Executive Com- 
mittee, who shall post said names in a conspicuous place in the room 
where the meeting is held, headed by Article III of the Constitution. 
The Executive Committee shall report upon such names at the session 
at which they are presented, but no election of members shall be held 
until the next session, when a ballot shall be taken upon such names as 
are reported favorably by the Committee. All the names presented by 
the Committee may be voted rxpon at one ballot, unless objection is 
made, when the names objected to may be voted upon separately.^ If 
three negative votes ar'r ^iv n for any candidate it shall defeat an 
election. 

It is further provided, that application for membership may be 
made in the usual form during the interim between meetings by submit- 
ting an application to the Secretary, who shall forward such application 
to each member of the Executive Committee for their vote by mail. If 
two-thirds vote favorably the applicant shall be elected and he shall be 
notified to that effect b>* the Secretary. It is provided, however, that all 
applications received during the thirty days immediately preceding any 
annual meeting shall be referred to the Association for action in the 
manner prescribed by the By-Laws, Article II, Section i. 

Any person who was once a member of this Association, and who 
ma>* have been dropped from the roll for non-payment of dues, may be 
reinstated upon payment of the amount due at the time said member was 
dropped, and a favorable ballot of two-thirds the members present. 

Sec. 2. No person can become a member until he has filed an ap- 
plication in due form, and paid an initiation fee of one dollar and the an 
nual dues for the current year, which in all cases must accompany the 
application. When duly elected he shall be entitled to a certificate of 
membership, signed by the President and Secretary. 
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Sec. 3. Every member shall pay annually. In advance, into the 
hands of the Treasurer the sum of two dollars. Any member in arrears 
for dues two years shall not be entitled to vote in meetings of the Asso- 
ciation, and any one refusing or neglecting to pay such contribution for 
three successive years shall be reported to the Association at its annual 
meeting by the Executive Committee, and by a majority vote may be 
stricken from the roll of members. 

Sec. 4. Honorary members shall be elected in all respects the same 
as active members, excepting that they shall not be required to make a 
personal application, but the same may be made by some active member 
in their behalf. 

ARTICLE n-B. 
Associate Members. 

Section 1. The names of all persons applying for associate mem- 
bership with their residence, present occupation, and the name of the 
individual or firm which they represent shall be presented to the Asso- 
ciation in writing, endorsed by two active members in good standing, 
and shall be referred to the executive committee, who shall post said 
names as a separate list in a conspicuous place in the room where the 
meeting is held headed by Article III, Section 4, of the constitution. 

The executive committee shall report upon such names at the 
session at which they are presented, but no election of associate mem- 
bers shall be held until the next session, when a ballot shall be taken 
upon such names as are reported favorably by the committee. All the 
names presented by the committee may be voted upon at one ballot, 
unless objection is made, when the names objected to may be voted upon 
separately. If three negative votes are given for any candidate it shall 
defeat an election. 

Sec. 2. Any person who was once an associate member of this 
Association, and who may have been dropped from the roll for non- 
payment of dues, may be reinstated upon payment of the amount due 
at the time said member was dropped, and a favorable ballot of two- 
thirds the members present. 

Sec. 3. No person can become an associate member until he has 
filed an application in due form, and paid an initiation fee of three 
dollars and the annual dues for the current year, which in all cases 
must accompany the application. When duly elected he shall be so 
notified by the Secretary. 

Sec. 4. Every associate member shall pay annually, in advance, 
into the hands of the Treasurer the sum of two dollars. Any associate 
member in arrears for dues two years, and any one refusing or neg- 
lecting to pay such contribution for two successive years shall be re- 
ported to the Association at its annual meeting by the Executive Com- 
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mittee, and by a majority vote may be stricken from the roll of mem- 
bers. 

Sec. 5. Associate members shall not be entitled to the privilege 
of voting, and shall not be eligible to any elective office in the Associa- 
tion. 

ARTICLE III. 
Reading of Papers. 

All papers to be read before the Association, whether volunteer 
papers or such as are in answer to regular queries, shall be presented to 
the Executive Committee previous to the annual meeting, and shall by 
their consent be presented to the meeting and read under their direc- 
tion, or published in the Proceedings without reading. 

ARTICLE IV. 
Resignation. 
Ko reslgrnatlon from any member shall take effect until all his dues 
are paid and his certificate returned to the Secretary. 

ARTICLE V. 
Expulsion. 

Section 1. Any member may be expelled for immoral or improper 
conduct, provided, that the member whose rights are involved shall be 
notified by the Secretary at least thirty days before any annual meeting, 
of such proposed action. Notice in all cases shall be given by mailing 
a letter, with postage paid, directed to the person at his last known place 
of residence. 

Sec. 2. .When a motion has been made to expel a member, it shall 
be referred to a committee of three, who shaH give the accused an op- 
portunity to be heard in his own defense, and if the committee report 
In favor of expulsion, they shall submit a resolution to that effect, and 
if two-thirds of the members present vote to sustain the same, he shall 
be expelled. 

ARTICLE VI. 
Debate. 
No member shall, in debate, speak more than ten minutes to the 
same question, unless by unanimous consent. 

ARTICLE VIL 
At the morning session immediately after the election of r^ew mem- 
bers, and the reading of applications for membership, the report of the 
Committee on Progress of Pharmacy and Queries shall be called, which 
shall open the session of the section on Scientific Papers, and no other 
business shall be in order until the Association vote to adjourn the sec- 
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tion on Scientific Papers. The report of the Committee on Legislation 
shall then be called, which shall open the session of the section on Leg- 
islation, and no other business shall be In order until the Association 
vote to adjourn the section on Legislation. 

ARTICLE VII— A. 

Section i. A Committee on Transportation consisting of two mem- 
bers one of whom shall be the Local Secretary, shall be appointed by 
the Executive Committee at the time of meeting to decide on time and 
place of the annual meeting. 

Section 2. It shall be the duty of the Committee on Transporta- 
tion to arrange for reduced rates for transportation and also to secure 
telephone and other privileges for the comfort and convenience of the 
members. 

ARTICLE VIIL 

Suspension and Amendment of By-Laws. 

Section 1. These By-Laws shall not be suspended without the 
unanimous consent of all the members present. 

Sec. 2. Any amendment to these By-Laws must be made in 
writing, and be read before the Association at one sitting, and laid ovef 
to a subsequent sitting, when, upon receiving the votes of two-thirdi 
Of the members present, it shall become a part of these By-LiawB.

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PREAMBLE. 

The members of The Connecticut Pharmaceutical Association, consid- 
ering it necessary that some mutual understanding should exist in 
regard to the moral principles which should guide them in their 
profession, do hereby agree upon the following Code of Ethics: 

1. We accept ths U. S. Pharmacopoeia as our standard and guide 
for all officinal preparations, and recognize a variance from its rules only 
In exceptional cases, where sufficient authority has proved some other 
process more reliable to attain the same end. We would, however, 
recognize the authority to dispense medicines where they are especially 
ordered to be compounded in accordance with foreign Pharmacopoeias. 

2. We discountenance all secret formulas between physician and 
pharmacist, and consider it our duty to communicate such to each other 
when requested, unless otherwise directed by the physician who origi- 
nated the same. 

3. We distinctly repudiate the practice of allowing physicians a 
percentage, in any form, on their prescriptions or patronage, as being 
derogatory to both professions. 

4. We will endeavor, as far as possible, to refrain from compro- 
mising the professional reputation of any physician, and expect, in re- 
turn, the same courtesy from him. 

5. Believl|ig that the professional training of the pharmacist does 
not include tho^e branches which enable the physician to diagnose and 
treat disease, we should, in all practical cases, decline to give medical 
advice, and refer the applicant to an educated physician. 

6. The growing demands of the age require that those who follow 
the profession of pharmacy should be educated up to a higher standard; 
therefore, we consider it our duty, individually and collectively, to 
encourage the advancement of knowledge in our profession generally, 
and more particularly by stimulating our assistants in every way pos- 
sible to become proficient in their business. 

7. While we duly recognize the value of alcohol, and such liquors 
of which it is an active ingredient, as a therapeutic agent, and believe 
It proper to be dispensed or sold as such by pharmacists, we would 
deplore the widespread evil resulting from its intemperate use, and we 
•ondemn any attempt to make it a prominent feature of our business, 
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or its Bale in any form to be drunk on our premises, as unprofessional 
and contrary to public policy and good morals. 

8. Believins: that some means should be adopted to enforce the 
provisions of this code, a member may report to any annual meeting of 
this Association any member whom we find i'iolatingr the same; at 
which time the accused may be heard in his own defense, and if the 
member accused should be found guilty, be may be expelled by a vote 
of two-thirds present.

CHAPTER CCLXXV. 
PHARMACY, 

APPOINTMENT OF COMMISSIONERS OF PHARMACY. 

Sec. 4721. There shall be three Commissioners of Pharmacy, all 
reputable pharmacists, to be appointed by the Governor from six persona 
to be annually nominated to him by the Connecticut Pharmaceutical 
Association. 

# TERM OF OFFICE, VACANCIES. 

Sec. 4722. The Governor shall, on or before the first day of Jun«i 
in the year 1903, and annually thereafter, appoint one such Commis- 
sioner, who shall hold office for three years from the first day of Jun« 
in the year of his appointment. 

COMMISSIONERS TO KEEP RECORD OF PROCEEDINGS. 

Sec. 4723. Said Commissioners shall keep a record of their pro- 
ceedings, and may give certified copies thereof, which shall be legal evi- 
dence. 

PHARMACISTS TO BE LICENSED. 

Sec. 4724. No person shall conduct or keep a place of any kind 
for retailing drugs, medicines, poisons, or such chemicals as are used 
in compounding medicines, or compound or dispense prescriptions of a 
physician, or vend medicines or poisons, unless he shall have been 
licensed therefor, as hereafter in this chapter provided, or shall be under 
the supervision of a licensed pharmacist. 

MEETINGS OF COMMISSIONERS. GRANTING OF LICENSES. 

Sec. 4725. The Comptroller shall designate a room in the Capitol for 
the meetings of said Commissioners, which shall be held in each year 
on the first Tuesdays of March, April, June, September, and December, 
and at such other times and places as they may deem necessary, to 
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determine the qualifications of applicants for license as pharmacists; 
and said Commissioners shall license, by a certificate signed by them or 
by a majority of them, such persons as shall produce satisfactory evi- 
dence to them of their qualifications and attainments either by diploma 
granted to the applicant by some reputable College of Pharmacy, or by 
the certificate of some reputable pharmacist that the applicant has, for 
not less than three years prior to his application, received instruction in 
pharmacy and possesses the necessary qualifications of a pharmacist, 
or otherwise. 

EXAMINATION OF APPLICANTS. CONTENTS OF LICENSE. 

Sec. 4726. All applicants for a license, other than a renewal of a 
license previously granted by said Commissioners, shall be personally 
examined by them; provided, that such examinations may be omitted 
in the cases of applicants who exhibit to said Commissioners a diploma 
granted by some reputable College of Pharmacy, or a license in force 
within one year prior to the date of such application, granted by the 
Board of Commissioners of Pharmacy of another State, if such license 
shall be deemed suflftcient evidence of qualifications by the Commis- 
sioners of Pharmacy of this State. Licenses shall specify the name of 
the person licensed, the date when granted, the city or town in which 
he shall conduct his business, and, if in a city, the street and number 
of his place of business; and his license shall be conspicuously exhibited 
In his place of business, and shall remain in force until theiArst day 
of April next after its date, unless granted at a meeting of said Com- 
missioners on the first Tuesday of March, in which case such license 
shall terminate on the 31st day of March of the succeeding year, or un- 
less such person shall remove his place of business without notice to the 
Commissioners; and a license may be renewed upon the application 9f 
the person licensed, as in Section 4727 provided. 

LICENSE TO BE RENEWED ANNUALLY. 

Sec. 4727. Every person conducting the business of pharmacy 
shall, on or before the first Tuesday of March annually, apply to said 
Commissioners for said license, or for a renewal thereof, and establish 
his right thereto by such evidence as shall be satisfactory to them; and 
they shall adopt forms of application for license, and rules and regula- 
tions prescribing the manner in which the evidence in support of such 
application shall be presented to them; and they shall furnish such forms 
and such rules and regulations to any person upon his request. 

LICENSE FEES. PAY AND EXPENSES OF COMMISSIONERS. 

Sec. 4728. Each applicant shall pay to said Commissioners three dol- 
lars for his license and two dollars for each renewal thereof; and when- 
ever a personal examination shall be made as provided in Section 4726, 
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a fee of -five dollars; but if upon such examination a license shall be 
refused, said fee shall be refunded to said applicant, but if any 
such applicant shall make a new application and a license shall again 
be refused, said fee shall not in that case be refunded. Said Commis- 
sioners shall account semi-annually, on the first Tuesdays of December 
and June, with the Treasurer of the State, for the sums received by them 
for licenses, and shall be paid by the State at the time of such account- 
ing the money necessarily expended by them for stationery and print- 
ing, and a sum not exceeding two hundred dollars per annum, to be 
expended by said Commissioners in the purchase of the necessary 
material and apparatus for the examination in practical laboratory 
work of applicants for licenses, and one hundred dollars per annum for 
clerical services, and compensation for their services at the rate of 
three hundred dollars per annum to each Commissioner; provided, that 
if the amount received by said Commissioners for said licenses shall not 
be sufficient to pay them said sums for services in full, such amount 
shall be apportioned, pro rata, among said Commissioners, and their 
charges for expenses for stationery and printing and for services shall 
be audited and approved in the proportion aforesaid by the Comptroller, 
who shall draw his order upon the Treasurer therefor. 

CASES NOT COVERED BY PRECEDING SECTIONS. 

Sec. 4729. Nothing contained in the preceding sections of this 
chapter shall prevent a practicing physician from compounding his own 
prescriptions, or prevent the sale of proprietary medicines, or prevent 
the sale of any drugs, medicines, or poisons at wholesale either to 
licensed pharmacists, or for use in manufactures or the arts, or pre- 
vent any person from becoming a partner in, or the proprietor of, a 
pharmacy conducted by a licensed pharmacist, or prevent any keeper 
of a country store from keeping for sale and selling such domestic reme- 
dies as are usually kept and sold in such stores; but such keeper shall 
not compound medicines, and medicinal preparations so kept and rec- 
ogrnized by the United State dispensatory, shall be compounded by a 
licensed pharmacist and marked by his label. 

PENALTY. 

Sec. 4730. Every person who shall willfully violate any provision of 
the preceding sections of this chapter shall forfeit five dollars for each 
day that he shall continue such violation, one-half to him who shall 
prosecute to efitect, and one-half to the town in which the offense is 
committed. 

COMMISSIONERS MAY PROSECUTE AND REVOKE LICENSES. 
Sec. 4731. Said Commissioners may examine into all cases of al- 
leged abuse, fraud, and incompetence; cause the prosecution of all per- 
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sons not complying: with the provisions of this chapter, and suspend and 
revoke the registration of any person convicted of violating the same. 

ADULTERATION OF DRUGS. PENALTY. 

Sec. 4732. Every person who shall knowingly adulterate, or cause 
any foreign or inert substance to be mixed with any drug or medicinal 
substance or preparation recognized by any pharmacopoeia, or employed 
In medicinal or medical practice, so as to weaken or destroy its medi- 
cinal effect, or shall sell such drug, compound, or preparation, knowing 
it to be so adulterated or mixed, shall be fined not less than ten nor 
more than one hundred dollars, and upon conviction all such adulterated 
or mixed articles in his possession may be seized upon a warrant issued 
by the court in which such conviction is had, and destroyed by the 
officer by whom such seizure shall be made. 



CHAPTER LIV. 
AN ACT CONCERNING THE SALE OF POISONS- 

Section 1. Section 4733 of the General Statutes is hereby amende<l 
to read as follows: Every person who shall sell arsenic, strychnine, 
corrosive sublimate, prussic acid, or cyanide potassium, 'shall affix to 
the package sold by him a label plainly marked with his name, date of 
sale, and the word "Poison," and the name of the poison sold, and shall 
enter at the time of such sale on a book kept by him for that purpose 
the name of the purchaser, date of sale, name of poison, and the quan- 
tity sold, which book shall be kept open for public inspection, care- 
fully preserved; and when he shall close his business, or remove from the 
town in which such business is carried on, or when said book shall be 
filled with such entries, it shall be deposited by him in the office of the 
Town Clerk of the town in which he may conduct his business; and 
any person who shall violate the preceding provisions of this section, 
or who, when purchasing any of the articles herein named, shall give 
a false or fictitious name to the vendor thereof, shall be fined not less 
than ten nor more thayi one hundred dollars. 

Approved April 29, 1903. 

CERTAIN DRUGS TO BE MARKED "POISON." PENALTY. 

Sec. 4734. Every person who shall sell any of the articles Inamed 
In the- schedule accompanying this section, marked Schedule A, except 
^hen prescribed by a practicing physician, or sold at wholesale to 
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licensed pharmacists, or for use in manufactures or the arts, shall label 
the bottle, box, or wrapper containing any such article, with a label 
upon which shall be plainly written or printed the word "poison," and 
any person violating: the provisions of this section shall be fined one 
dollar. 

Schedule A. 
Acid carbolic, ammoniated mercury, acid muriatic, chloroform, 
acid nitric, tincture aconite, acid sulphuric, tincture belladonna, acid 
oxalic, tincture digitalis, creosote, tincture opium, extract belladonna, 
tincture veratrum viride, sugar of lead, morphine, croton oil, nux 
vomica, cobalt, extract nux vomica, oil bitter almonds, opium, oil 
tansy, cocculus indicus, aqua ammonia, red oxide mercury, gelsemium, 
paris green, rat dynamite. Rough on Hats, or any article similar to the. 
last three. 

JURISDICTION OF PROSECUTIONS. 

Sec. 4735. Police courts and city courts having criminal jurisdiction 
where established, and justices of the peace in towns where such courts 
do not exist, shall hear and determine prosecutions for violations of the 
foregoing provisions of this chapter. 

LICENSED PHARMACISTS EXEMPT FROM OPERATION OF LAW 
RELATING TO PRACTICE OF MEDICINE. 

Chapter 274, General Statutes, relating to the practice of medicine, 
contains in Section 4719 this exception ;f pharmacists: 

"The provisions of this chapter st'^Jl not apply to licensed phar« 
macists." 

SALE OF COCAINE AND EUCAINE RESTRICTED. 

CHAPTER CXXVII. 

An Act concerning the sale of certain Narcotic Drugs. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General 
Assembly convened : 

Section i. It shall be unlawful for any person, firm or corpora- 
tion to sell, furnish, or give away any cocaine, salts of cocaine, eucaine 
or its salts, or any prcparat'on containing any cocaine, or salts of cocaine, 
or eucaine or its salts, except upon the original written order or pre- 
scription of a lawfully authorized practitioner of medicine or veterinary 
medicine, which order or prescription shall be dated, and shall contain 
the name of the person for whom prescribed, or, if ordered by a practi- 
tioner of veterinary medicine, shall state the kind of animal for which 
ordered, and shall be signed by the person giving Mie prescription or 
order; and such written order or prescription shall be permanently re- 
tained on file by the person, firm or corporation who shall compound or 
dispense the articles ordered or prescribed, and it shall not be recom- 
pounded or dispensed a second time except upon the written order of the 
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original prescriber; provided, however, that the provisions 6i this act 
shall not applj' to sales at wholesale by jobbers, wholesalers, and manu- 
facturers to retail druggists, nor to sales at retail by retail druggists 
to regular practitioners, of medicine, dentistry, or veterinary medicine, nor 
to sales to hospitals, colleges, or scientific or public institutions. 

Section 2. Every person who shall knowingly violate any of the 
provisions of this act shall be fined not less than twenty-five dollars 
nor more than fifty dollars. City, police, town and borough courts, 
having criminal jurisdiction where established, and justice of the peace, 
in towns where such courts do not exist shall have jurisdiction to hear 
and determine prosecution for violations of the provisions of this act 
and to impose penalties therefor. 

Approved, June 7, 1905. 
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(Substitute for House Bill No. 746.) 
CHAPTER 255. 

An Act concerning the Manufacture, Sale, or Transportation of Adulter- 
ated, Misbranded, Poisonous, or Delecterious Foods, Drugs, or Liquors 
within this State. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General 
Assembly convened — 

Section i. It shall be unlawful for any person to manufacture, trans- 
port, sell, or offer for sale or transportation any article of food or drugs 
which is adulterated or misbranded within '^he meaning of this act. 

Sec. 2. The term "drug" as used in this act shall include all medicines 
and preparations recognized in the United States Pharmacopoeia or National 
Formulary for internal or external medicinal use and any substance or 
mixture of substances intended to be used for the cure, mitigation, or 
prevention of disease of either man or other animals. The term "food" 
as used herein shall include all articles, whether simple, mixed or com- 
pound, used for food, drink, confectionery, or condiment by man or animals. 
Sec. 3. For the purposes of this act an article shall be deemed to be 
adulterated: In the case of drugs: First, if, when a drug is sold under 
or by a name recognized in the United States Pharmacopoeia or National 
Formulary, it differs from the standard of strength, quality or purity as 
determined by the test laid down in said United States Pharmacopoeia or 
indicated by the National Formulary official at the time of investigation ; 
provided, that no drug defined in the United States Pharmacopqeia or 
National Formulary shall be deemed to be adulterated under this provision 
if the standard of strength, quality, or purity be plainly stated on the 
bottle, box, or other container thereof although the standard may differ 
from that determined by the test laid down in the United States Phar- 
macopoeia or indicated by the National Formulary : Second, if its strength 
or purity falls below the professed standard or quality under which it is 
sold. In the case of confectionery: If it contains terra alba, barytos, 
talc, chrome jellow, or other mineral substances or poisonous color or 
flavor, or other ingredients deleterious or detrimental to health, or any 
vinous, malt, or spirituous liquor or compound, or narcotic drugs. In 
the case of foods: First, if any substance has been mixed and packed 
with it so as to reduce or lower or injuriously affect its quality or strength : 
Second, if any substance has been substituted wholly or in part for the 
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article; Third, if any valuable constituent of the article has been wholly 
or in part abstracted therefrom : Fourth, if it be mixed, colored, powdered, 
coated, or stained in a manner whereby damage or inferiority is concealed : 
Fifth, if it contains any added poisonous or other added deleterious 
ingredient which may render such article injurious to health: Sixth, 
if it consists, in whole or in part, of a filthy, decomposed, or putrid animal 
or vegetable substance, or any portion of an animal unfit for food, whether 
manufactured or not, if it is the product of a diseased animal or one that 
has died otherwise than by slaughter. 

Sec. 4. The term "misbranded" as used in this act shall apply to all 
drugs or articles of food, or articles which enter into the composHion of 
food, the package or label of which shall bear any statement, design, or 
device regarding such article, or the ingredients or substances contained 
therein which shall be false or misleading in any particular, and to any food 
or drug product which is falsely branded as to the state, territory, or 
country in which it is manufactured or produced. For the purposes of this 
act an article also shall be deemed to be misbranded : In the case of drug : 
First, if it be an imitation of or offeree^ for sale under the name of another 
article : Second, if the contents of the package as originally put up shall 
have been removed, in whole or in part, and other contents shall have 
been placed in such package, or, except when dispensed by a registered 
physician or veterinary, or by a licensed pharmacist in filling the pre- 
scription of a registered physician or veterinary, or in case of drugs for 
external use only, the package fails to bear a statement on the label of the 
quantity or proportion of any alcohol, morphine, opium, cocaine, heroin, 
alpha or beta eucaine, chloroform, cannabis indica, chloral hydrate, or 
acetanilid, or any derivatives or preparations of any of the saiH sub- 
stances contained therein. In the case of foods: First, if it be an imi- 
tation of or offered for sale under the distinctive name of another article: 
Second, if it be labled or branded so as to deceive or mislead the pur- 
chaser, 6r purport to be a foreign product when not in fact a foreign 
product, or if the contents of the package as originally put up shall have 
been removed in whole or in part and other contents shall have been placed 
in such package, or if it fails to bear a statement on the label of the 
quantity or proportion of morphine, opium, cocaine, alpha or beta eucaine, 
heroin, chloroform, cannabis indica, chloral hydrate, or acetanilid, or any 
derivative or preparation of any of the said substances contained therein : 
Third, if, when in package form and the contents are stated in terms of 
weight or measure, the weight or measure is not plainly and correctly 
stated on the outside of the package: Fourth, if the package containing 
it, or the label of such package, shall bear any statement, design, or de- 
vice regarding the ingredients or the substance contained therein, wHich 
statement, design or device shall be false or misleading in any particular; 
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provided, that an article of food which does not contain any added 
poisonous or deleterious ingredients shall not be deemed to be adulterated 
or misbranded in the following cases : First, in the case of any mixture 
or compound which may be now or from time to time hereafter known as 
an article of food under its own distinctive name, and not an imitation of 
or offered for sale under the distinctive name of another article, if the 
name be accompanied, on the same label or brand, with a statement of the 
place where said article has been manufactured or produced: Second, 
in the case of an article labeled, branded, or tagged so as to plainly in- 
dicate that it is a compound, imitation, or blend, and the word "compound," 
"imitation," or "blend," as the case may be, is plainly stated on the pack- 
age in which it is offered for sale; provided, that the term "blend" as 
used herein shall be construed to mean a mixture of like substances, not 
excluding harmless coloring or flavoring ingredients, used for the purpose 
of coloring and flavoring only; and provided, further, that nothing in 
this act shall be construed as requiring or compelling proprietors or man- 
ufacturers of proprietary foods which contain no unwholesome added 
ingredients to disclose their trade formulae except in so far as the pro- 
visions of this act may require to secure freedom from adulteration or 
misbranding. 

Sec S. The dairy commissioner and the director of the Connecticut 
agricultural experiment station, acting jointly, shall make uniform rules 
and regulations for carrying out the provisions of this act, including the 
collection and examination of specimens of foods and drugs manufactured, 
sold, transported, or offered for sale or transportation within thic state, 
or which may be submitted for examination by any health, food, or drug 
officer of any town, city, or county in the state. Such rules and regu- 
lations shall, where possible, conform to and be the same as the rules and 
regulations adopted, from time to time, for the enforcement of the act 
of Congress approved June 30, 1906, and known as the "Food and 
Drugs Act." 

Sec. 6. Under the aforesaid rules and regulations representative ' 
samples shall be collected by the dairy commissioner or his deputies, and 
the Connecticut agricultural experiment station or its agents. Th** dairy 
commissioner or his deputies and the agents of said agricultural experi- 
ment station shall have access at all reasonable hours, to any place where 
it is suspected that there is kept for sale or export any article of food or 
drugs, adulterated or misbranded within the meaning of this act, and said 
dairy commissioner or his deputies, and the agents of said agricultural 
experiment station, upon tendering the market price thereof, may take 
from any person, firm, or corporation samples of such article?. Samples 
may be purchased in the open market, and if in bulk, the mark, brands, 
or tags, upon the package, carton, wrapper, or other container and the ac- 
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companying printed or written matter shall be noted, and the person col- 
lecting such samples shall also note the names of the vendor and the 
agent through whom the sale was actually made, together with the date 
of the purchase. Samples shall be divided into three equal parts and 
each part shall be labeled with identifying marks; one of said parts shall 
be delivered to the person from whom the purchase was made, or if a 
guaranty has been given as hereinafter provided such part shall be de- 
livered to the guarantor, one of said parts shall be sent to the Connecticut 
agricultural experiment station, and one part shall be held, unde- seal, 
by the dairy commissioner. The parts of the samples so divided shall 
be sealed by the person collecting the same with a seal provided for that 
purpose. 

Sec. 7. It shall be the duty of the Connecticut agricultural experi- 
ment station to make analyses and examinations of all such articles as 
shall be furnished under the provisions of section six of this act for the 
purpose of determining from such examinations whether such articles are 
adulterated or misbranded within the meaning of this act, and to certify 
the results of such analyses and examinations to the dairy commissioner. 

Sec. 8. When any such examination or analysis shows that any pro- 
visions of this act have been violated, the dairy commissioner shall cause 
notice of such fact, together with a copy of the findings, to be given to 
the party or parties from whom the sample was obtained, and to the party, 
if any, whose name appears upon the label as manufacturer, packer, Avhole- 
saler, retailer, or other dealer. The parties so notified shall be given an 
opportunity to be heard, under such rules and regulations as may be pre- 
scribed as aforesaid, and notices shall specify the date, hour, and place of 
such hearing, and if any person or corporation concerned resides without 
the state, reasonable notice shall be given by mail at such address is may, 
with due diligence, be obtained. The hearing shall be private and the 
parties interested therein may appear in person or by attorney. 
J Sec. 9. If, after such hearing, the dairy commissioner shall find that 
any provision of this act has been violated he shall at once certify to the 
proper prosecuting officer a copy of the results of the examination or 
analysis of such article, duly authenticated by the analyst or officer mak- 
ing such examination or analysis, under oath of such officer. 

Sec. 10. It shall be the duty of the prosecuting officer to whom said 
dairy commissioner shall report any such violation as hereinbefore pro- 
vided to forthwith cause appropriate proceedings to be commenced in the 
proper court for the enforcement of the penalties in such cases herein 
provided. 

Sec. IK After judgment of said court, notice thereof shall be. given 
by publication in such manner as may be prescribed by the rules and 
regulations hereinbefore provided for, and if an appeal be taken from the 
said judgement notice of that fact shall be included in said publicaHoa. 
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Skc 12. Any person violating any of the provisions of this act shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor, and for a first offense shall, upon conviction 
thereof, be fined not less than five dollars nor more than three hundred 
dollars, and for each subsequent offense and conviction thereof shall be 
fined not less than fifty dollars nor more than five hundred dollars, or 
imprisoned not less than thirty days nor more than one year, or both. 

Sec. 13. No dealer shall be punished under the provisions of this 
act for selling or offering for sale any article of food or drugs in the 
original, unbroken package in which it was received by said dealer, pro- 
vided he can establish a guaranty b>; the wholesaler, jobber, manufacturer, 
or other person residing in the United States from wEom he purchased 
such article to the effect that said article is not adulterated or misb^anded 
within the meaning of this act; provided, that said guaranty shall con- 
tain the name and address of the person making the sale of said article 
to such dealer, and in such case said person shall be amenable to the 
prosecution and penalties which would otherwise attach to said dealer 
under the provisions of this act. When the examinations or analyses 
herein provided for show that the provisions of this act have been >'tr»lated 
and the dealer is relieved from prosecution under this section by the pro- 
duction of a guaranty signed by a person residing outside of this state, 
then the dairy commissioner shall report such fact to the secretarj; of 
agriculture of the United States, or the proper officer appointed for the 
enforcement of the act of Congress approved June 30, 1906, and known as 
the "Food and Drugs Act." 

Sec. 14. The word "person" in this act shall be construed to import 
the singular and the plural as the case demands, and shall include corpor- 
ations, companies, societies, and associations, when construing and en- 
forcing the provisions of this act, and the act, omission, or failure of any 
officer, agent, or other person acting for or employed by any corporation, 
company, society, or association, within the scope of his emplojtnent or 
office, shall in every case be also deemed to be the act, omission, n fail- 
ure of such corporation, company, society, or association as well -^^ that 
of said person. 

Sec. 15. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent with the provisions of 
this act are hereby repealed; but nothing in this act shall be construed as 
repealing chapter 127 of the public acts of 1905. 

Sec. 16. This act shall take effect January i, 1908. 

Approved, Julj* 31 1907. 
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WHEN BOND IS FORFEITED- 

ISSUING AND FORFEITURE OF BOND FOR DUE OBSERVANCE OF 

THE LAW. 

Section 2661. No person shall receive a license for the sale of spir- 
ituous and intoxicating liquors until he shall have filed with the County- 
Commissioners a joint and several bond to the Treasurer of said county 
In the sum of three hundred dollars, with sufficient surety conditioned 
for the due observance of all provisions of the law relating to the sale of 
spirituous and intoxicating liquors; and also conditioned that, in case 
he shall apply for a renewal of his license, he shall pay to the County 
Commissioners, upon the final determination of such renewal applica- 
tion, an amount of money equal to the cost of his old license for so much 
of a license year as shall elapse from the expiration of his old license 
until the final determination, by the County Commissioners, or upon 
appeal, of his application for a new license; and no person shall be a 
surety upon such bond who is himself a licensed dealer in spirituous and 
intoxicating liquors while the bond upon which he is principal is in 
force. Whenever a person so licensed shall be convicted of a violation 
of any of the provisions of the law relating to the sale of spirituous 
and intoxicating liquors, and no appeal is pending, said bond shall 
thereupon become forfeited, and the Treasurer of said county* shall 
in his own name institute suit upon said bond for the benefit of said 
county, and upon due proof of said conviction the court before which 
suit is brought shall render judgment in favor of said Treasurer for 
the entire amount of said bond with costs. 

DRUGGISTS' LICENSES AND FEES. 

Sec. 2663. Any druggist regularly licensed by the Commissioners 
of Pharmacy may be licensed to use spirituous and intoxicating liquors 
for compounding prescriptions, and to sell spirituous and intoxicating 
liquors upon the prescription of any practicing physician, upon the 
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payment of a fed of twelve dollars; but druggists doing business in 
towns containing less than five thousand inhabitants shall only be 
required to pay ten dollars for such license; and any druggist regu- 
larly licensed by the Commissioners of Pharmacy as aforesaid may, 
upon the payment of fifty dollars, be licensed to sell spirituous and 
intoxicating liquors in quantities not exceeding one gallon, and other 
than distilled liquors in quantities not exceeding five gallons, and 
alcohol in quantities less than five gallons; but no license so issued 
to any such druggist shall authorize the sale or delivery of any spirit- 
uous and intoxicating liquors to be drunk on the premises or to be sold 
otherwise than above specified. Whenever any town shall have voted 
against the granting of licenses for the sale of spirituous and intoxi- 
cating liquors, any druggist regula-»ly licensed by the Commissioners 
of Pharmacy and doing business under such license in such town may, 
upon exhibiting such license and upon the payment of twelve dollars 
to the County Commissioners of the county in which such town is situ- 
ated, be entitled to receive from said County Commissioners a license 
to sell and deliver spirituous and into^^icating liquors upon the pre- 
scription of a practicing physician, and to use the same In compounding 
medicine: but no druggist so licensed shall se^l or deliver such liquor 
to be drunk on the premises. 

PRESCRIPTION CANNOT BE RENEWEL. 
Sec. 2664. No druggist, licensed to sell spirituous and intoxicating 
liquors upon the prescription of a practicing physician, and no servant 
or agent of any such person, shall make more than one sale or delivery 
of spirituous and intoxicating liquors upon the same prescription. 

FORM OF APPLICATION FOR DRUGGISTS' LICENSE. 

Sec. 2666. No license shall be granted to any druggist unless appli- 
cation for the same, signed by the applicant and stating the town and 
the particular building, naming street and number, if such there be, 
where the business is to be carried on, and that the business there to 
be carried on is one in which the applicant is engaged, either as a pro- 
prietor or as an employee of the proprietor, has been lodged with the 
County Commissioners at least two weeks prior thereto; and the grant- 
ing of any such license shall be discretionary with the County Com- 
missioners; but no such license shall be granted until the applicant 
therefor shall have been examined under oath by the County Commis- 
sioners as to the truth of the matters contained in the application for 
such license. All statutes allowing persons to file objections to the 
granting of any license for the sale of spirituous and intoxicating 
liquors, providing for hearings upon the same, and authorizing the 
County Commissioners to revoke licenses for such sale, shall apply to 
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all licenses to druggists applied for or granted under the provisions of 
this chapter. Any license granted to any druggist who is not either 
a proprietor or an employee of the proprietor of the business conducted 
at the place for which such license is granted shall be void. 

NO SALES ON SUNDAY IN ANY TOWN EXCEPT ON PRE- 
SCRIPTION. 

Sec. 2668. Whenever a licensed pharmacist, holding any form of 
a license to sell spirituous and intoxicating liquors in license towns, 
sells spirituous and intoxicating liquors on Sunday, he shall conform in 
all respects to the restrictions and conditions imposed on holders of 
prescription licenses issued to pharmacists in no-license towns; but he 
shall not be required to take out an additional or prescription license 
therefor. 

LICENSE MUST BE IN PLAIN VIEW IN FRONT STORE. 

Sec. 2672. Every person so licensed shall cause his license to be 
framed, and to be hung in plain view in a conspicuous place in the room 
where the sale so licensed is to be carried on. 

SALES TO BE DRUAk ON THE PREMISES FORFEIT BOTH 
LIQUOR AND PHARJVIACY LICENSE. 

Sec. 2710. Every pharmacist who shall sell spirituous and intoxi- 
cating liquors to be drunk on the premises shall, upon conviction, forfeit 
both his druggist license for the sale of spirituous and intoxicating 
liquors, and also his pharmacy license, and be subject to the penalties 
of Sec. 2712. 

PENALTIES FOR VIOLATION OF LIQUOR LAW. 

Sec. 2712. Every person convicted of a first violation of any of the 
provisions of the laws relating to the sale of spirituous and intoxicating 
liquors shall be fined not less than ten nor more than two hundred dol- 
lars; on every subsequent conviction such person shall be fined as 
aforesaid, or imprisoned not less than ten days nor more than six 
months, or both. 



CHAPTER cm. 

PUBLIC ACTS. 1903. 

SALES ON PRESCRIPTIONS IN NO-LICENSE TOWNS. 

No druggist, licensed to sell spirituous and intoxicating liquors upon 
the prescription of a practicing physician, and no servant or agent of 
any such druggist, shall sell or deliver spirituous or intoxicating liquors 
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upon such prescription unless it shall specify the time when and place 
where it is ^ven, the kind and quantity of liquor prescribed, the name 
and residence, permanent or temporary, of the person for whom it is 
prescribed, and that such liquor is needed by such person for medi- 
cinal or mechanical uses, and shall be signed with the name written 
in full by the physician issuing such prescription, who shall be known 
to such druggist as a reputable practicing physician residing in this 
State and who has no pecuniary interest in the sale for which such 
prescription provides. Such prescription shall not be filled except within 
three days next after its date. The person making a sale upon any 
such prescription shall write across the face the number of such pre- 
scription and the date of the sale or delivery thereof, and shall retain 
and keep such prescription on file in his possession, and shall enter in a 
l)ook to be kept for that purpose the date of the sale, the name of the 
person to whom such liquor is delivered, and the amount and kind 
thereof; and such prescription and book shall be open at all reasonable 
times to the inspection of the Selectmen of the town and of the prose- 
<;uting agents of the county in which such sale was made; and the 
-entry in said book shall be sufficient evidence of such sale. No physi- 
cian shall knowingly issue a prescription for spirituous or intoxicating 
liquors, falsely stating any fact required to be stated as above, and no 
person shall procure a prescription for spirituous or intoxicating 
liquor under the provisions of this section intending that the same 
shall be used as a beverage. Every physician or person who shall vio- 
late the provisions of this act shall be subject to the penalties of Sec- 
tion 2712 of the General Statutes. 
Approved May 15, 1903. 
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CHAPTER i8i. 

(Substitute for House Bill No. 74.) 
An Act amending an Act coticerning Penalties for Violation of Liquor 
Laws. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General 
Assembly convened — 

Section 2712 of the general statutes is hereby amended by adding at 
the end thereof the words "but when such subsequent conviction shall be 
for the violation of any such provision for a violation of which such per- 
son shall have been previously convicted, such person shall be fined not 
less than twenty-five nor more than two hundred dollars, or imprisoned 
not less than ten days nor more than six months, or both," so that said 
section as amended shall read as follows: Every person convicted of a 
first violation of any of the provisions of the laws relating to the sale of 
spirituous and intoxicating liquors shall be fined not less than ten nor 
more than "^wo hundred dollars; on every subsequent conviction such per- 
son shall be imed as aforesaid, or imprisoned not less than ten days nor 
more than six months, or both; but when such subsequent conviction 
shall be for the violation of any such provision for a violation of which 
such person shall have been previously convicted, such person shall be 
fined not less than twenty-five nor more than two hundred dollars, or 
imprisoned not less than ten days nor more than six months, or both. 

Approved, July 5, 1907. 

(House Bill No. 297.) 

An Act amending an Act concerning the Definition of Spirituous and 
Intoxicating Liquors. 

Section i. Section 2636 of the general statutes is hereby amended by 
adding to the end thereof the following : "and all wines made in this state 
from grapes grown in this state, and sold by the grower and maker 
thereof to be drunk upon the premises, or sold in quantities less than five 
gallons to be delivered at one time," so that said section as amended 
shall read as follows: The term spirituous and intoxicating liquors, as 
used in this title shall be held to include all spirituous and intoxicating 
liquors, all mixed liquors, all mixed liquor of which a part is spirituous 
and intoxicating, all distilled spirits, all wines, ale, and porter, all beer 
manufactured from hops and malt, or from hops and barley, and all beer 
on the receptacle containing which the laws of the United States require 
a revenue stamp to be affixed, and all fermented cider sold to be drunk' 
upon the premises, or sold in quantities less than one gallon to be de- 
livered at one time in towns where licenses to sell intoxicating liquors arc 
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granted, or in quantities less than five gallons to be delivered at one tinw 
in towns where licenses are not granted, and all wines made in this state 
from grapes grown in this state, and sold by the grower and maker thereof 
to be drunk upon the premises, or sold in quantities less than five gallons 
to be delivered at one time. 

Sec. 2. The burden of proof that any wines were made in this state 
from grapes grown in this state shall be upon the person selling said wines. 

Approved, July 30, 1907. 

CHAPTER 265. 

(Substitute for House Bill No. 175.) 

An Act Concerning the Sale of Intoxicating Liquors. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General 
Assembly convened — 

Section i. The county commissioners in their respective counties 
shall be hereafter prohibited from issuing retail licenses for the sale of 
spirituous and intoxicating liquors to any person, unless his application 
therefor has been indorsed and signed by five electors and taxpa>«rs> 
owning real estate, of the town, who shall certify that the applicant is * 
suitable person to be licensed and that they have not signed for any other 
applicant for a license to sell spirituous and intoxicating liquors ; provided, 
however, that nothing herein shall prevent a corporation organized under 
the laws of this state from holding in its corporate name one license to 
sell spirituous and intoxicating ftquors at its place of business in an>; one 
town. No more than five licenses shall be issued to any one person, and 
the county commissioners may in their discretion refuse to issue more 
than one license to any one person. 

Sec. 2. No person who is by statute declared to be an unsuitable 
person to hold a license to sell spirituous and intoxicating liquors in his 
own name shall be emplojed as a bartender or manager in any licensed 
saloon in this state, nor shall he be allowed to have a financial interest 
in any such licensed saloon. Any licensed dealer who shall violate any 
of the provisions of this act shall be subject to the penalties of section 
2712 of the general statutes. 

Sec 3. The holder of a license to sell spirituous and intoxicating 
liquors, except druggists, shall be the bona fide owner of the business 
carried on under the license and before issuing the license the county 
commissioners shall require each applicant to make oath that he is the 
bona fide owner of the business and that no person unsuitable to hold a 
license to sell spirituous and intoxicating liquors is in any way interested 
in the business.
